Medicines  and  Surgical  Appliances  (Advertisement)  Bill 

In  the  House  of  Commons,  on  March  27,  Mr.  A.  Duckworth 
moved  the  second  reading  of  the  Medicines  and  Surgical 
Appliances  (Advertisement)  Bill.  Mr.  Duckworth,  after  review- 
ing previous  attempts  at  legislation  on  similar  lines,  said  that 
the  Bill  was  designed  solely  to  give  the  public  some  protection 
against  the  worst  of  the  forms  of  exploitation  that  are  prac- 
tised by  fraudulent  and  unscrupulous  persons  for  their  own 
profit;  and,  even  should  the  Bill  become  law,  it  would  still 
leave  open  an  enormous  field  for  the  activities  of  the  swindler 
and  cheap  jack.  It  represented  the  greatest  measure  of  agree- 
ment that  had  ever  been  obtained  on  this  problem.  Captain 
EUiston  seconded  the  motion.  He  cited  numerous  bodies  that 
had  expressed  approval  of  the  Bill,  including  the  British 
Medical  Association,  the  National  Association  of  Insurance 
Committees,  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  the  News- 
paper Society,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  Periodical  Trade 
Press  and  Weekly  Newspaper  Proprietors'  Association,  Ltd., 
the  Proprietary  Association  of  Great  Britain,  the  Surgical 
Instrument  Manufacturers'  Association,  the  Wholesale  Drug- 
gists' Sundries  and  Proprietaries  Association,  and  the  Whole- 
sale Drug  Trade  Association.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Sir  Arnold 
Wilson  moved  an  amendment  that  the  Bill  be  read  ' '  upon 
this  day  six  months."  Mr.  Tate  seconded.  Shortly  after  the 
next  speaker,  Mr.  J.  G.  Kerr,  had  commenced  his  speech, 
attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  forty  members  were  not 
present,  and  the  House  was  "counted  out." 

Shops  (Sunday  Trading  Restriction)  Bill 

Standing  Committee  B  of  the  House  of  Commons  continued 
its  consideration  of  the  Shops  (Sunday  Trading  Restriction) 
Bill  on  March  24,  26  and  31.  On  March  24  Clause  5,  as 
amended,  was  ordered  to  stand  part  of  the  Bill.    Clause  6, 


which  contains  provisions  as  to  delivery  of  goods,  was  ordered 
to  stand  part  of  the  Bill.  An  amendment  to  exempt  sea-going 
ships  from  the  provisions  of  the  measure  was  agreed  to  on 
Clause  7.  The  Clause,  as  amended,  was  ordered  to  stand  part 
of  the  Bill.  On  March  26,  on  an  amendment  by  Sir  Arnold 
Wilson,  Mr.  Geoffrey  Lloyd  (Under-Secretary,  Home  Office) 
said  he  did  not  think  it  would  be  right  to  put  a  provision  in 
the  Bill  excluding  chemists'  employees  from  the  conditions  of 
a  compensatory  holiday  for  Sunday  work.  Sir  Arnold  Wilson's 
amendment  was  withdrawn.  On  March  31  Mr.  W.  W. 
Wakefield  moved  an  amendment  the  effect  of  which  was  that 
a  person  should  not  be  employed  in  a  chemist's  shop  for  more 
than  two  hours  on  any  Sunday,  and  only  then  provided  he  had 
not  been  employed  on  the  previous  Sunday.  On  a  division 
there  was  equal  voting,  and  the  chairman  gave  his  casting  vote 
against  the  amendment.  The  remainder  of  the  existing  clauses 
in  the  Bill  were  dealt  with,  and  the  first  of  a  series  of  proposed 
new  clauses  was  considered,  the  suggestion  being  to  make  special 
provision  for  certain  London  street  markets. 

Sessional  Events 

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Bolton  and  District  Chemists' 
Association  was  held  at  the  Chamber  of  Trade  Rooms,  Bolton, 
on  March  19,  Mr.  F.  Brindle,  Ph.D.,  presiding  over  a  good 
attendance.  A  lantern  lecture  on  the  Dufay  colour  process 
was  given  by  Mr.  J.  Blodworth,  Prestwich,  deputising  for 
Colonel  Sewell,  who  was  unable  to  be  present.  A  general  dis- 
cussion on  photography  followed,  various  questions  being  asked 
and  answered. 

The  annual  dinner  and  social  evening  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  vvas  held  on  March  26 
at  the  White  Hart  Hotel,  Margate.  "  The  chairman  (Mr.  R. 
Clackett)  presided  over  a  well-attended  gathering.    Mr,  J.  E. 
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French  (Sittingbourne)  was  the  chief  guest.  A  musical  pro- 
gramme was  provided  by  Messrs.  Clackett,  Richards, 
McGregor,  Sturgeon  and  Warner,  and  Mr.  Bothwell  (Parke, 
Davis  &  Co.)  entertained  with  a  number  of  illusions. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Rhyl  and  District  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  was  held  at  the  West- 
minster Hotel,  Rhyl,  on  March  27.  The  following  officers 
were  elected: — President,  Mr.  C.  R.  Dixon,  Abergele;  Vice- 
President,  Mr.  W.  E.  Pritchard,  Prestatyn ;  Treasurer,  Mr. 
T.  E.  Hughes,  Prestatyn  ;  Secretary,  Mr.  H.  Crabbe  Davies, 
Rhyl  ;  Committee,  Miss  Dixon  and  Messrs.  Garner,  James, 
Goronwy,  Jones,  Glynne  Anwyl,  S.  Howells,  Lloyd  Owen,  and 
Morris. 

About  seventy  guests  were  present  at  the  annual  whist  drive 
and  dance  of  the  Lancaster,  Morecambe  and  District  Branch 
oi  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  at  the  Empire  Cafe,  Lancaster, 
recently.

Spot 
prizes  were  won  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  Townson  and  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Garnett. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Cardigan,  Carmarthen  and  Pem- 
brokeshire Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  at 
Carmarthen  on  March  26,  a  large  attendance  of  members  from 
all  parts  being  present.  Mr.  Moreton  Parry  (a  member  of  the 
Society's  Council)  gave  an  address  on  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act,  1933,  fully  explaining  the  rules,  schedules  and 
other  parts.

A  general  discussion  on  the 
Chemists'  Friends  scheme  took  place,  after  which  the 
following  resolution  was  carried: — "We,  the  undersigned, 
members  of  the  Wolverhampton  branch  of  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union,  approve  the  C.F.  scheme  and  promise  it 
our  loyal  support  ;  we  will  refrain  from  giving  window  and 
counter  publicity  to  firms  whose  preparations  are  eligible  for 
inclusion,  but  are  not  on  the  list  of  Chemists'  Friends;  and 
we  will  not  purchase  any  bonus  parcel  which  is  contingent  on 
window  or  counter  display." 

The  Cardiff  and  District  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  met  at  the  Park  Hotel,  Cardiff,  on  March  25,  to  hear 
an  address  on  the  new  poisons  legislation  by  Mr.  H.  M.  Lloyd 
(member  of  Council).  Eighty-three  members  attended.  The 
medical  officer  of  health  for  Cardiff  was  also  present.  The 
chairman  (Mr.  H.  J.  Gatehouse),  opening  the  proceedings, 
congratulated  Mr.  Lloyd  on  his  election  to  the  Council  and 
mentioned  that  this  was  the  first  time  the  branch  had  had 
the  opportunity  of  doing  so.  Mr.  Lloyd  emphasised  that  the 
Society  was  not  to  be  blamed  for  the  Home  Secretary's 
alteration  of  the  Act  and  had  done  everything  possible  in 
opposition.  He  also  declared  that  the  disadvantages  were 
outweighed  by  the  advantages.  He  finished  by  appealing  to 
pharmacists,  especially  the  yougger  ones,  to  raise  the  status  of 
a  pharmacist  by  acting  more  professionally  and  not  as  though 
they  were  resigned  to  "  trade."  He  claimed  that  the  status 
of  pharmacists  was  changing  slowly  but  surely  for  the  better. 
Questions  were  asked  and  answered. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  N.-E.  Lancashire  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  at  Blackburn,  on  March  25,  Mr.  Ralph 
Pickup  w  the  chair,  it  was  decided  not  to  be  represented  at 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  to  be  held  at  Bourne- 
mouth in  June,  although  the  chairman  express>ed  the  view  that 
the  educational  value  of  such  engagements  was  high  and 
merited  consideration.  Mr.  Fred  Law  (secretary)  said  he  had 
received  a  letter  from  the  Society  concerning  the  Medicines 
and  Surgical  Appliances  (Advertisement)  Bill,  the  second  read- 
ing of  which  was  due  in  Parliament,  and  requesting  that  the 


M,P.s  in  the  district  be  urged  to  support  the  measure.  As  there 
was  not  time  to  call  a  meeting  he  consulted  with  the  chairman, 
and  on  the  ground  of  urgency  sent  appropriate  letters  to  the 
members  for  Blackburn,  Rossendale,  Accrington,  Darwen  and 
Colne.  The  action  of  the  secretary  was  approved.  A  balance 
of  £2&  from  the  recent  whist  drive,  dance  and  dinner  was  voted 
to  the  Blackburn  and  East  Lancashire  Royal  Infirmary.  The 
following  officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year :  —Presi- 
dent, Mr.  Horace  Slater  ;  Vice-president,  Mr.  Ralph  Pickup  : 
Treasurer,  Alderman  W.  H.  Grimshaw,  J. P.;  Secretary,  Mr. 
Fied  Law  ;  Committee,  Accrington,  Mr.  S.  H.  Sidebottom  and 
Mr.  C.  Taylor  ;  Oswaldtwistle,  Mr.  E.  Eccles  ;  Darwen,  Mr. 
Driver;  Blackburn,  Messrs.  H._  Carter,  R.  Stephenson,  H. 
Atherton,  W.  Holt,  R.  Lucas,  J.  Gillett,  and  E.  Mullineaux. 
It  was  recommended,  as  a  stimulus  to  improved  attendance, 
that  committee  representatives  with  the  lowest  attendance 
record  should  not  qualify  for  election  next  year. 

Blackpool 

As  a   se(j[uel  to   purchases    of  combs   by   an  official 
four  Blackpool  chemists'  shops,  Messrs.  M.  Routledge,  Church 
Street,  H.  Fingerhut,  Abingdon  Street,  H.  Harris,  Whitegate 
Drive,  and  A.  S.  Galloway,  Church  Street,  were  each  fined 
los.  on  March  30  for  failing  to  close  their  shops  at  7  p.m. 

The  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Blackpool  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  on  March  26,  Mr.  H.  Hall 
(retiring  president)  in  the  chair.  Presenting  the  thirteenth 
annual  report,  Mr.  A.  R.  Sidebottom  (secretary)  said  that 
during  the  year  they  had  held  two  successful  cricket  matches 
in  aid  of  the  Victoria  Hospital,  and  he  had  received  a  letter 
from  Alderman  Whittaker  thanking  them  for  their  efforts  and 
appealing  for  the  matches  to  be  continued.  The  accounts  for 
two  years  showed  the  finances  to  be  satisfactory.  Mr.  Coope, 
unanimously  elected  President,  appealed  for  greater  support  of 
the  Branch  by  members.  He  pointed  out  that,  out  of  a 
membership  of  about  170,  the  average  attendance  at  meetings 
was  about  twenty.  When  the  Branch  passed  a  resolution  it 
could  hardly  be  said  to  represent  the  voice  of  pharmacy  in  the 
Fylde.  He  was  jealous  of  the  position  of  the  pharmacist,  and 
had  noticed  that  although,  on  local  controversial  matters,  the 
opinions  of  other  tradesmen  might  be  sought,  chemists  were 
never  approached  for  their  views.  Pharmacy  was,  he  main- 
tained, a  little  above  ordinary  shopkeeping,  but  to  make  the 
public  realise  it  more  publicity  was  necessary.  To  this  end 
he  suggested,  in  addition  to  the  usual  whist  drive,  dinner  and 
dance,  a  dinner  and  dance  to  which  the  president  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  the  local  mayor  and  health  officials  should 
be  invited.  This  proposal  was  later  adopted.  The  election  of 
further  officials  resulted  as  follows: — Vice-President,  Mr.  H. 
Hall ;  Secretary,  Mr.  A.  R.  Sidebottom,  Treasurer,  Mr.  T.  A. 
Durkin  ;  Assistant  Secretary,  Mr.  J.  Dyson  ;  Auditors,  Messrs. 
Furness  and  Uttley  ;  Committee ,  Messrs.  Blackhurst,  Huddart. 
Thompson,  Cardwell,  Ludlam,  Piatt,  Holmes,  Barnes,  Eccles. 
Fingerhut  and  Cornforth.  The  meeting  turned  to  N.P.U. 
business  and  Mr.  Coope  explained  the  latest  developments  in 
the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme.  A  resolution  was  passed  assur- 
ing the  support  of  the  Branch  for  the  scheme  and  also  express- 
ing surprise  at  the  smallness  of  the  retailers'  representation  on 
the  executive  of  the  P.A.T.A. 

Liverpool 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  and  North-Western 
section  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry.  Mr.  H.  E.  Monk  (Salford 
city  analyst)  gave  an  address  on  "Food  Legislation."  The 
speaker  said  that  where  food  was  concerned  no  risks  should  be 
taken.  Any  new  treatment  should  be  "guilty  until  proved 
innocent." 

Controversy  has  been  aroused  in  Liverpool  over  the  supply 
of  drugs  at  welfare  clinics  (C.  (S-  D.,  March  28,  p.  362).  A 
protest  was  made  by  Councillor  W.  J.  Tristram  recently  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  City  Council  when  estimates  for 
the  forthcoming  year  were  being  discussed.  The  finance  com- 
mittee had  proposed  a  cut  of  £gS,ooo  in  the  estimates  of  the 
hospitals  committee.  A  member  asked  how  the  saving  was  to 
be  effected.  Mr.  Tristram  supported  the  proposed  cut,  and 
declared  that  the  estimates  of  the  hospitals  committee  could 
be  reduced.  The  welfare  clinics  were  maintained  for  the  benefit 
of  the  poor  and  those  who  could  not  afford  the  necessities  for 
their  children.  He  alleged  that  this  public  service  was  being 
grossly  abused  by  people  in  comfortable  circumstances  who 
could  afford  to  pay  the  proper  price  for  their  necessities. 
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Hundreds  of  pounds  could  be  saved.  A  lady  councillor  de- 
clared that  drugs  were  not  provided  at  welfare  clinics,  and 
that  a  very  strict  means  test  was  applied.  Mr.  Tristram  replied 
that  if  a  means  test  was  in  existence  it  was  not  being  enforced 
Interviewed  by  a  C.  6-  D.  representative  on  the  subject,  Mr 
Tristram  said  that  he  was  receiving  considerable  support  from 
local  pharmacists  in  his  stand.  He  hoped  that  any  pharma- 
cist who  had  anything  to  tell  him  which  would  aid  in  securing 
justice  for  their  case  would  communicate  with  him.  Instances 
of  alleged  abuse  have  been  given  by  pharmacists  in  various 
parts  of  the  city. 

London 

A  manuscript  of  "  The  Libelle  of  Englyshe  Polycye,"  dating 
from  the  fifteenth  century,  was  sold  at  auction  by  Sotheby 
&  Co.,  on  March  31,  for  ;^3io.  This  important  work,  other 
copies  of  which  are  known,  was  referred  to  in  our  Special  Issue 
of  June  28,  1930. 

At  the  adjourned  annual  general  meeting  of  the  South-East 
London  branch  of  the  Photographic  Dealers'  Association,  held 
at  Peckham  on  March  18,  the  following  were  elected  to  office 
for  the  current  session: — Chairman,  Mr.  W.  A.  Large  (Large 
&  Teague,  New  Cross);  Vice-Chairman,  Mr.  Stanley  E.  Lockyer

Auditor,  Mr.  J.  Milner,  Greenwich  ;  Secretarv,  Mr.  E.  Oswald 
Wells. 

A  meeting  of  the  National  Association  of  Women  Pharma- 
cists was  held  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.i,  on  March  26, 
the  vice-president  (Miss  Blundell)  in  the  chair.  Miss  Smelt 
(librarian  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  gave  an  interesting 
paper  on  "Some  Old  Books  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Library." 
The  library  contained,  said  the  speaker,  old  herbals,  copies  of 
Hippocrates'  and  Galen's  works  and  a  number  of  illustrated 
botany  books,  recipe  books  and  books  of  simples.  It  was  the 
policy  of  the  Council  to  include  in  the  library  copies  of  all 
Pharmacopoeias.  Miss  Gilliatt,  the  first  woman  Mayor  of 
Fulham,  spoke  on  her  experiences  as  a  metropolitan  borough 
mayor.  She  said  that  she  was  very  surprised  when  elected, 
but  had  enjoyed  her  year  of  office.  She  described  some  of  the 
mayoral  duties  and  also  the  Jubilee  functions  she  had  attended. 

A  meeting  of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  was  held  on 
March  18  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.i,  the  president 
(Mr.  C.  H.  Sykes)  in  the  chair.  The  lecture  theatre  was  tilled 
to  overflowing  to  hear  Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  give  an  address  on 
the  Poisons  List  and  Rules.  Mr.  Adams  confined  his  remarks 
to  the  sections  of  the  Rules  which  apply  to  hospitals  and 
similar  institutions.  A  lengthy  discussion  followed.  Miss 
Harvey  asked  for  the  definition  of  a  "  nurse,"  as  in  the  Rules 
it  was  not  laid  down  that  the  nurse  ordering  ward  stocks  must 
be  a  State-registered  nurse.  Mr.  Davis  pleaded  for  a  broad 
and  intelligent  reading  of  the  Rules,  and  suggested  that  some 
co-ordination  between  hospital  pharmacists  in  carrying  them 
out  was  necessary.  Mr.  Hooper  asked  if  the  necessary  stan- 
dardisation of  containers  should  not  finish  for  ever  the  wine 
bottle  from  out-patient  departments.  Mr.  Adams  replied,  and 
Mr.  J.  C.  Young  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Hampstead  Borough  Council  on 
March  26  the  public  health  committee  further  reported  on 
the  proposed  procedure  in  respect  of  making  known  in  the 
borough  the  conditions  applicable  to  licensed  sellers  of  poison 
(C.  &■  D.,  March  7,  p.  269).  At  its  meeting  on  March  17  the 
committee  came  to  the  conclusion,  in  spite  of  the  arguments 
of  Councillor  Alban  Atkin,   who  was  present,   that  it  was 

clearly  desirable  and  only  fair  to  take  every  reasonable 
step  to  bring  the  position  to  the  notice  of  any  persons  who 
may  in  ignorance  render  themselves  liable  to  prosecution."  It 
was  stated  that  the  committee  had  received  letters  on  the 
subject  from  the  National  Federation  of  Grocers'  and  Provision 
Dealers'  Associations  and  from  the  London  and  Metropolitan 
Association  of  the  Grocery,  Provision  and  Allied  Trades,  re- 
gretting that  the  Council  had  referred  back  the  committee's 
original  recommendation.  Eventually  the  committee  adhered 
to  its  policy  of  advertising  the  facilities  for  selling  the  poisons 
in  question,  and  the  Council  endorsed  the  committee's  view 
by  the  narrow  margin  of  four  votes  at  the  end  of  a  late  sitting. 

The  annua]  dinner  and  concert  of  the  Aldersgate  Works  Club 
(Whiffen  &  Sons,  Ltd.),  was  held  on  March  20.  Mr.  A. 
Silvester,  in  proposing  "The  Club  and  the  President," 
squeezed  an  excellent  speech  into  a  ver}'  few  minutes.  He 


referred  briefly  to  the  history  and  the  objects  of  the  Club,  and 
expressed  appreciation  that  the  president  and  other  directors 
were  members.  Mr.  Goodman  Whiffen,  who  replied,  said  he 
much  appreciated  the  loyalty  of  the  whole  staff,  which  was 
essential  to  success.  Mr.  Noel  H.  Whiffen,  toasting  "  The 
Visitors,"  said  the  club  members  were  very  pleased  to  have 
with  them  three  old  members  of  the  firm,  Mr.  C.  Jackson,  Mr. 
T.  Waitt  and  Mr.  T.  Betts.  The  company  was  then  joined 
by  the  wives,  members  of  their  families  and  friends  for  the 
concert.  After  the  interval  the  cups  won  during  the  year  were 
presented  by  Miss  Dorothy  Whiffen.  The  treasurer's  cup  given 
for  the  games  competition  between  the  office  and  factory  staffs 
was  won  for  the  flrst  time  by  the  office  staff.  The  Dorothy 
Whiffen  cup,  won  by  the  secretary,  Mr.  A.  Bagwell,  was 
presented  by  the  donor.

Manchester 

A  resolution  was  passed  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Man- 
chester and  Salford  Trades  Council  asking  the  town  clerk's 
department  what  recent  inquiries  had  been  instituted  into  the 
observance  of  the  Shops  Acts,  and  how  many  inspectors  have 
been  appointed.  A  statement  had  previously  been  made  by 
Mr.  J.  R.  Elliott,  organising  secretary  of  the  Shop  Assistants' 
Union  in  Manchester,  that  chemists'  employees  were  in  many 
cases  expected  to  return  for  two  or  three  hours  on  their  half- 
day,  although  they  were  entitled  under  the  IQ12  Act  to  be 
off  duty  from  1.30  p.m. 

The  Manchester  section  ot  the  British  .Association  of  Chemists 
held  its  annual  meeting  on  March  18,  Mr  Chorley  in  the  chair. 
A  further  increase  in  membership  was  reported.  The  trea- 
surer's report  showed  that  the  section's  finances  were  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  The  adoption  of  the  reports  was 
followed  by  the  election  of  officers  and  committee  for  the 
forthcoming  year,  as  follows: — Chairman,  Mr.  P.  Chorley; 
Secretary,  Mr.  A.  Hill  ;  Treasurer.  Mr.  L.  W.  Pickup ;  Com- 
mittee, Messrs.  Bury,  Gill,  Hart,  Dr.  Bartlett,  Dr.  Anderson, 
Dr.  Hankey,  Messrs.  Brightman,  Keaton,  Kay  and  Dent.  The 
annual  meeting  was  followed  by  the  annual  dinner,  at  which 
Mr.  P.  Chorley  presided. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Manchester  and  District  Phar- 
maceutical Golfing  Society  was  held  at  Houldsworth  Hall  on 
March  24,  the  president  (Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin)  in  the  chair.  A 
proposal  to  alter  the  constitution  of  the  Society  drew  a  large 
attendance  of  members.  The  motion  was  to  admit  a  limited 
number  of  members  connected  with  pharmacy,  who  had  not  the 
pharmaceutical  qualification,  but  were  members  of  a  recognised 
golf  club.

Dates  for  the  match  for  the 
Gibl/s  Trophy  against  Liverpool,  and  for  the  B.D.H.  Trophy 
against  Birmingham  at  Hawkestone  Park,  and  for  competitions 
for  the  President's  Prize,  the  Captain's  Prize,  the  Hough  Prize, 
the  Griffiths  Hughes  Prize,  the  Kerfoot  Trophy  and  the  WooUey 
Trophy  were  all  arranged.  The  meeting  closed  with  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  chairman.

■work  was  improving,  and  developing  and  printing  by  dealers 
had  reached  a  high  standard.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer 
and  the  directors  of  IHord,  Ltd.,  was  proposed  by  Mr.  R.  V. 
Atkins  and  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  Riddell. 

Plymouth 

Chemists'  managers,  assistants  and  apprentices  met  at  Good- 
body's  Cafe,  Plymouth,  recently,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
sidering the  formation  of  a  Plymouth  Branch  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Pharmaceutical  Employees.  Mr.  A.  L.  Foster, 
M.P.S.,  presided.  It  was  explained  that  among  the  objects 
of  the  Association  was  the  protection  of  the  interests  of  the 
members,  the  establishment  of  wage  scales,  and  the  regulation 
of  the  number  of  apprentices  employed  in  proportion  to  the 
total  of  qualified  or  unqualified  adults.  The  Association  was 
recognised  by  the  Trades  Union  Congress,  and  the  nucleus  of 
the  suggested  local  branch  would  be  supplied  by  twenty  phar- 
maceutical employees  who  at  the  moment  were  members  of  the 
Shop  Assistants'  Union.  Mr.  P.  E.  Cross,  district  organising 
secretary  of  the  Shop  Assistants'  Union,  gave  a  review  of  the 
situation  which  led  up  to  the  formation  of  the  Association  of 
Pharmaceutical  Employees.  Mr.  Cross  said  it  was  obvious  that 
a  decent  standard  of  wages  for  the  employees  was  easily  pos- 
sible. Many  employers  regularly  transgressed  the  provision  of 
the  Shops  Act  in  regard  to  half-holidays.  It  was  resolved  to 
form  a  branch,  of  which  Mr.  A.  L.  Foster  was  elected  Chairman 
and  Mr.  C.  Boden,  34  Tothill  Road,  Plymouth,  Secretary.  A 
Committee  was  appointed  consisting  of  Mr.  R.  G.  Jarvis,  Mr. 
G.  T.  Young  and  Miss  I.  J.  Hartfell,  two  further  appointments 
to  be  made  at  the  next  meeting. 

Scarborough 

At  a  largely  attended  and  enthusiastic  meeting  held  at 
Scarborough  on  March  26,  Mr.  H.  M.  Hirst  outlined  his  pro- 
gramme for  the  forthcoming  Council  election.  He  stressed  the 
point  that  although  territorial  representation  could  not  be 
carried  out  at  present,  the  principle  was  admirable.  Yorkshire 
and  the  North-East  of  England  were  absolutely  unrepresented 
at  present,  with  the  exception  of  Sheffield.  If  elected,  he  would 
be  the  representative  of  the  working  proprietor  pharmacist, 
and  their  interests  would  be  the  same  as  his.  Of  the  present 
members  of  Council,  he  admired  Mr.  Dick's  policy  more  than 
anyone  else's,  and  if  he  had  been  on  the  Council  last  January 
he  would  have  supported  his  motion.  He  wished  to  see  a 
worthy  new  headquarters  erected,  but  it  should  be  paid  for  by 
mortgage.  It  did  not  seem  right  that  tliis  generation  should 
have  ;^i8,ooo  of  its  money  transferred  last  year  to  the  new 
building  fund.  Rather  would  he  prefer  the  members'  retention 
fees  reduced  to  £1  is.  The  new  Act  was  now  law,  and  only 
the  Rules  could  be  altered.  Local  members  should  press 
members  of  municipal  corporations  to  see  that  the  inspection 
of  listed  sellers'  premises  was  rigorously  carried  out.  He  was 
afraid  that  under  the  1908  Act  inspection  had  been  very 
perfunctory,  and  there  was  the  danger  of  the  new  Act  being 
treated  in  the  same  way.  He  felt  that  if  licensed  shopkeepers 
were  periodically  visited  they  would  feel  in  time  to  come  that 
their  sales  of  poisons  were  not  worth  the  trouble  entailed.  A 
unanimous  vote  of  confidence  was  passed.  Mr.  Hirst,  it  was 
stated,  had  been  branch  secretary  and  delegate  since  its  forma- 
tion, and  the  members  pledged  themselves  to  use  every 
endeavour  to  secure  his  election. 

Sheffield 

Mr.  J.  Austen,  Ph.C,  recently  gave  an  interesting  address 
on  "  Age-old  Remedies  "  before  the  local  branch  of  the  Manu- 
facturing Confectioners'  Commercial  Travellers'  Association. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  and  District  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  Mr.  E.  H.  Simmons,  member  of 
Council,  gave  an  address  on  "The  Poisons  List  and  Rules." 
He  said  the  Council  were  very  disappointed  at  the  Home  Secre- 
tary altering  the  Poisons  List  against  the  Poisons  Board's 
recommendation.  He  thought  the  new  Act  would  eventually 
be  for  the  good  of  pharmacists.  Several  questions  were  put  to 
Mr.  Simmons  and  answered.  A  vote  of  thanks  which  was 
moved  by  Mr.  Bellamy  (Barnsley)  was  carried  unanimously. 

Thames  Valley 

At  a  meeting  at  Kingston-on-Thames  on  March  24  the 
Chemists'  Friends  scheme  was  discussed  by  a  large  number  of 
members,  and  as  an  outcome  a  resolution  was  passed  that 


members  would  support  any  action  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  might  take.  The  discussion  was  opened  by 
Mr.  W.  Griffiths,  who  produced  letters  he  had  received  from 
manufacturers  who  had  not  added  their  goods  to  the  list.  He 
\vould  like  to  know  why  the  manufacturers  did  not  raise  any 
objection  to  the  scheme  following  upon  the  meeting  at  the 
Kingsway  Hall  at  the  end  of  last  year.  Was  it  because  they 
thought  that,  in  the  past  chemists  had  not  been  united,  and 
the  scheme  would  not  come  to  fruition?  Mr.  C.  B.  Harrison 
(secretary)  quoted  some  letters  he  had  received  from  the 
N.P.U.  Particular  note  was  made  that  several  disinfectants 
on  the  market  were  eligible  for  the  list,  as  they  were  recom- 
mended for  the  relief  of  disease.  It  was  hoped  that  no  new 
medicinal  line  would  be  taken  up  by  chemists  unless  it  were 
included  in  the  list.  Mr.  Alfred  Higgs  (member  of  the  execu- 
tive of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association)  stated 
that,  while  not  opposed  to  the  scheme,  which  was  long 
overdue,  he  considered  the  principles  as  formulated  were 
prejudicial  to  the  functioning  of  the  P.A.T.A.  He  hoped  that 
the  negotiations  then  proceeding  would  produce  a  satisfactory 
settlement.  He  knew  the  evil  effects  of  cutting,  for  he  had 
been  in  business  many  years  before  the  formation  of  the 
P.A.T.A.  If  there  had  been  such  a  body  fifteen  years  earlier, 
there  would  be  no  company  chemists  as  known  to-day:  in 
the  early  days  they  (the  company  chemists)  made  their  name 
with  the  issue  of  price  lists  and  circulars  stating:    "  Usual 

Price   , "    "  Our  Price  — — ."     Without  the  co-operation 

of  the  manufacturers  the  P.A.T.A.  could  not  function  at  all. 
Although  many  proprietaries  are  sold  outside  the  drug  trade, 
it  had  been  admitted  by  Mr.  MaUinson  at  Birmingham  on 
January  7  that  80  per  cent,  of  the  medicinal  products  of  the 
big  manufacturers  are  handled  by  chemists.  Opinion  was 
divided  amongst  chemists  about  the  present  form  of  the 
C.F.  scheme.  If  through  the  C.F.  scheme  nationally  adver- 
tised articles  were  withdrawn  from  the  P.A.T.A.  List,  cutting 
would  become  rampant.  In  recent  years  chemists  had  made 
incursions  into  other  trades  with  goods  quite  outside  the  drug 
trade.  It  would  be  a  sorry  time  for  chemists  if  the  P.A.T.A. 
were  wrecked.  Mr.  W.  S.  Howells  (member  of  the  P.A.T.A. 
Council)  gave  his  personal  view.  As  they  were  under  an 
obligation  to  the  P.A.T.A.,  so  also  were  the  manufacturers, 
for  there  was  very  little,  if  any,  substitution  to-day.  He  felt 
they  were  being  exploited,  and  strongly  advocated  standing 
firm  on  their  qualification  and  the  restriction  of  sale  of  drugs 
and  medicinal  articles  to  chemists.  Mr.  Morrell  thought  the 
P.A.T.A.  was  a  double-edged  weapon,  for  with  protected 
profits  it  invited  outside  trades  to  sell  chemists'  goods.

Malta  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association. — The 
Malta  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association,  which  has  been 
in  being  for  the  last  year,  reports  that  the  protection  of  prices 
has  been  working  with  remarkable  success.  At  a  meeting  of 
the  Council  held  on  March  18  it  was  decided  to  reduce  the 
yearly  subscription  for  manufacturers  to  £1  is.;  tliis  decision 
was  arrived  at  in  view  of  the  excellent  support  given  to  the 
Association  by  retailers  and  manufacturers.  Manufacturers 
who  have  paid  2i  £-2  2s,  subscription  may  consider  themselves 
to  be  members  for  two  years.

Parliament  of  Northern  Ireland 

"  The  Belfast  Gazette  "  of  March  27  notifies  that  in  pur- 
suance of  the  powers  conferred  on  him  by  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act  (Northern  Ireland),  1925,  the  Rt.  Hon.  Sir 
Richard  Dawson  Bates,  Minister  of  Home  Affairs,  after  con- 
sultation with  the  Minister  of  Education  for  Northern  Ireland, 
has  signified  his  approval  of  the  Regulations  dated  March  11, 
1936,  made  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  ot 
Northern  Ireland  under  Section  3  of  the  Act. 

Irish  Drug  Association 

Mr.  T.  C.  Scott,  the  president,  was  in  the  chair  at  the  fort- 
nightly meeting  of  the  Committee  of  the  Irish  Drug  Association 
held  on  March  23.  A  resolution  was  received  from  the  Dublin 
Branch  of  the  Photographic  Dealers'  Association  (see  C.  <sr  D., 
March  21,  p.  335)  asking  the  Committee  to  consider  forming 
a  photographic  section.  After  a  discussion,  it  was  decided  to 
postpone  taking  action  on  the  resolution  until  Mr.  Brendan 
Smith,  organiser  of  the  I.D.A.,  had  made  a  canvass  of  the 
photographic  dealers  in  Dublin  and  ascertained  the  support 
likely  to  be  forthcoming.  The  Committee  added  various  names 
to  its  approved  list  of  manufacturers  and  decided  to  delete 
from  the  list  all  preparations  of  one  manufacturer  and  to  notify 
all  members  accordingly.  Notification  was  received  from  the 
Chemists'  Branch  of  the  Irish  Union  of  Distributive  Workers 
that  the  terms  of  agreement  arrived  at  between  representatives 
of  the  I.D.A.  and  their  delegates  had  been  submitted  to  a 
general  meeting  of  their  body  and  rejected.  They  now  asked 
for  a  further  conference  with  representatives  of  the  I.D.A. 
The  Committee  decided  that  their  representatives  would  again 
meet  the  assistants'  representatives  on  April  i.  Mr.  Kidney, 
secretary,  stated  that  he  expected  a  reply  shortly  from  the 
Registrar  regarding  the  incorporation  of  the  Association  under 
the  Trades  Union  Acts.

Scottish  Notes 

Brevities 

A  Scottish  Economic  Committee  is  being  set  up  by  the 
Government  to  examine  the  possibilities  of  expanding  Scottish 
trade  and  industry,  particularly  in  the  lighter  modern 
industries. 

Stirling  Burgh  Insurance  Committee  have  declined  a  permit 
to  open  a  pharmacy  on  Sundays  between  11. 15  a.m.  and  12 
noon.  Morrison  &  McCheyne,  chemists,  Bannockburn,  applied 
for  admission  to  the  list  of  persons  supplying  drugs  and  appli- 
ances to  the  committee  in  respect  of  a  shop  at  Main  Street, 
St.  Ninians.  It  was  agreed  to  suggest  to  the  applicants  to 
avoid  church  hours. 

Mr.  Ale.xander  Robertson,  chemist  and  druggist,  managing 
director  of  James  Anderson  (Chemist),  Ltd.,  Dundee,  ha^ 
achieved  the  distinction  of  having  a  play  produced  by  two 
dramatic  societies  in  one  week.  He  has  already  published  two 
books  of  Scots  sketches  and  short  plays,  which  have  been 
widely  produced,  and  he  hopes  to  publish  a  new  full-length 
Scots  play  in  the  autumn,  dealing  with  the  trials  of  a  Scots 
country  chemist. 

A  proposed  medical  scheme  for  the  benefit  of  uninsured 
workers,  their  wives  and  families  was  the  subject  of  a  public 
meeting  at  Grangemouth,  West  Lothian.  Mr.  George  Hamil- 
ton, who  presided,  said  that  the  proposal  had  been  taken  up 
by  the  local  Trades  and  Labour  Council.  The  opinion  of  local 
medical  practitioners  had  been  sought  and  that  meeting  had 
been  called  to  see  if  the  public  were  in  favour  of  such  a 
scheme. 

Aberdeen 

The  competition  for  the  Petrie  Trust  bursary  will  be  lield 
in  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  Gordon's  Colleges,  Aberdeen,  on 
April  22.  The  coTnpetition  is  open  to  all  assistants  and 
apprentices  who  have  served  not  less  than  three  years  with 
a  pharmacist  in  Aberdeen  or  A,berdeenshire.  Further  parti- 
culars can  be  had  from  Mr.  G.  L.  S.  Spence,  138  Rosemount 
Place,  Aberdeen,  to  whom  entries  must  be  forwarded. 

The  ninety-eighth  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Aberdeen 
Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  in  the  governor's  room, 
Gordon's  Colleges,  on  March  17,  Mr.  J.  G.  Mutch  (president) 
in  the  chair.  The  report  showed  that  the  association  was  in 
a  flourishing  condition  with  a  membership  of  seventy-six  (prac- 
tically all  the  pharmacists  in  the  city).  The  financial  position 
showed  a  balance  of  nearly  £100,  whOe  the  entertainments 
committee  hold  a  balance  in  the  "Mutch  Endowment  Fund" 
of  fully  £14.  The  school  of  pharmacy  fund  now  amounts  to 
£400  after  a  grant  has  been  paid  over  to  the  school.  The  usual 
grant  of  £g  for  prizes  to  evening  students  of  the  school  was 
again  voted.  The  post-graduate  class  initiated  by  Mr.  Bowen, 
head  of  the  school  of  pharmacy,  had  a  successful  session.  A 
leaflet  showing  the  activities  of  the  statutory  pharmaceutical 
committee  was  issued  along  with  the  annual  report,  and  Mr. 
Hay's  answers  to  the  many  questions  raised  therein  was  felt 
to  be  likely  to  reduce  complaints.  An  interesting  exhibit  at 
the  meeting  was  a  small  booklet  issued  in  1847,  giving  the 
constitution  and  standing  orders  of  the  association,  along  with 
the  list  of  books  belonging  to  the  library.  Office-bearers  for 
1936-37  were  elected  as  follows: — President.  Mr.  J.  G.  Mutch; 
Vice-President,  Mr.  G.  L.  S.  Spence;  Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  A.

Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland 

At  Glasgow  Central  Police  Court,  on  March  28,  David  B. 
Gaffney  (39),  described  as  a  chemist's  assistant,  was  sentenced 
to  six  weeks'  imprisonment  for  having  stolen  five  gallons  of 
rectified  spirit  and  other  articles,  the  property  of  his  employers.

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A  Cosmetic  Centenary 


ON  March  30  there  was  celebrated  in  London  the 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Johann  Ludwig 
Leichner,  a  pioneer  in  the  art  of  make-up  whose  name 
has  become  a  household  word  wherever  the  theatre  flourishes. 
Leichner,  a  brilliant  and  versatile  man,  began  his  career  as  an 
operatic  singer,  and  had  the  distinction  of  filling  roles  in  some 
of  Wagner's  music  dramas  under  the  direction  of  the  composer 
himself.  In  the  'sixties  the  materials  used  in  make-up  were 
often  poisonous,  and  left  a  good  deal  to  be  desired  in  other 
ways.  During  an  engagement  at  Wurzburg,  Leichner  discussed 
this  problem  with  friends  in  the  University,  and  the  outcome 
was  that  they  gave  him  facilities  for  research  in  their 
laboratory. 

In  1870,  after  experiments  extending  over  a  year,  he  evolved 
formulas  for  creams,  rouges  and  grease  paints  which  were  not 
only  quite  innocuous  but  also  possessed  keeping  properties  till 
then  unknown.  The  supply  was  at  first  confined  to  Leichner's 
own  requirements  and  those  of  his  colleagues  ;  but  the  reputa- 
tion of  the  new  products  grew  so  rapidly  that  their  maker 
decided  to  undertake  manufacture  on  a  commercial  scale  in 
Berlin,  and  in  1873  he  commenced  business  there.  As  time 
went  on,  Leichner  cosmetics,  grease  paints  and  fettpowder 
were  shown  at  international  exhibitions  and  became  world- 
famous  ;  the  proprietor  was  thus  brought  into  touch  with  cele- 
brities in  many  lands,  and  such  stars  as  Patti  and  Bernhardt 
were  among  his  guests.  He  died  in  1912,  leaving  the  business 
to  his  son,  who  extended  the  enterprise  by  appointing  agents 
and  establishing  branch  factories  in  England,  France  and  other 
Continental  countries,  the  United  States,  and  the  Argentine. 
Since  the  war  of  1914-18  cosmetics  have  become  a  matter  of 


daily  use  for  the  majority  of  the  fair  sex,  with  the  result  that 
sales  of  Poudre  Leichner  (as  the  fettpowder  is  now  called), 
lipstick,  eye  cosmetics  and  numerous  other  specialities  of  the 
house  have  increased  extensively.  An  interesting  detail  of  this 
expansion  is  that  the  output  of  the  London  factory,  built  by 
British  capital  and  employing  British  labour,  has  during  the 
past  few  years  outgrown  that  of  the  parent  business. 

The  London  celebration  of  the  centenary  took  the  form  of  a 
luncheon  at  the  Savoy  Hotel,  where  a  distinguished  gathering 
enjoyed  the  sumptuous  hospitality  of  the  directors  of  L. 
Leichner  (London),  Ltd.  Among  those  who  accepted  invita- 
tions were  Miss  Yvonne  Arnaud,  Miss  June  Inverclyde,  Sir 
John  Martin-Harvey  and  Mr.  H.  Gordon  Selfridge.  A  bottle 
of  perfume  in  an  artistic  carton  was  presented  to  each  guest. 
Mr.  John  Drinkwater,  who  presided,  gave  the  toast  of  the 
occasion  in  felicitous  terms.  Mr.  S.  Pollitzer,  a  director  of  the 
London  house,  replying,  outlined  the  remarkable  progress 
made  since  its  formation,  mentioning  among  other  facts  that 
during  the  past  few  years  Messrs.  Leichner  have  distributed 
over  2,000,000  booklets  dealing  with  the  use  of  make-up,  and 
that  during  1935  more  than  3,000,000  lipsticks,  with  similar 
quantities  of  powders,  creams,  grease  paints  and  so  forth  were 
sent  out.  Referring  to  Leichner  Patti  cold  cream,  named  after 
the  great  soprano  and  still  sold  under  the  same  name,  Mr. 
Pollitzer  read  a  brief  passage  from  a  letter  written  by  Leichner 
to  Patti  about  fifty  years  ago,  advising  her  as  to  the  right  use 
of  cosmetics  and  pointing  out  that  the  end  desired  was  to 
achieve  harmony  of  colour.  Mr.  Pollitzer's  speech  ended  with 
thanks  for  the  friendly  co-operation  the  House  of  Leichner  had 
experienced  in  this  country. 


Topical  Reflections

Your  Editorial  Article 

on  the  Medicines  and  Surgical  Appliances 
(Advertisement)  Bill  (March  28,  p.  375),  which  was  to  come 
up  for  the  second  reading  on  March  27,  but  was  adjourned 
because  there  were  not  forty  members  present  in  the  House, 
summarises  the  attitude  of  pharmacists  generally  towards  the 
Bill.  There  has  been  more  than  one  attempt  to  draft  this 
Bill.  The  earlier  ones  contained  features  which  were  objection- 
able to  sections  of  the  drug  and  proprietary  trades  ;  the  present 
Bill  can  be  accepted  by  all  reasonable  persons.  I  agree  with 
you  that  care  will  have  to  be  exercised  in  the  wording  of  labels 
which  are  attached  to  foods  which  may  be  recommended  to 
persona  suffering  from  diabetes  ;  for  instance,  it  will  be  some- 
what difficult  to  indicate  where  the  diet  ceases  to  be  diet  and 
becomes  a  medicine,  particularly  when  the  definition  of 
"  medicine  "  is  that  given  in  clause  I  (4). 

The  "  Militant  Union  " 

envisaged  by  a  correspondent  on  p.  391 
has  a  most  intriguing  sound,  and  on  the  face  of  it  the  sugges- 
tion that  pharmacists  should  combine  their  present  forces  and 
get  down  to  some  action  calculated  to  put  the  craft  on  a 
stronger  footing  than  it  is  at  present  is  a  good  one.  There  is, 
however,  no  suggestion  by  your  correspondent  as  to  how  such  a 
union  would  function,  or  what  work  it  would  do  that  is  not  being 
done  at  present  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  N.P.U. 
and  the  P.A.T.A.  It  is  not  altogether  a  question  of  money: 
even  if  such  an  organisation  had  an  income  of  ;£20o,ooo  a  year 
this  would  be  useless,  except  to  find  fat  jobs  for  officials,  unless 
someone  could  be  found  to  act  as  leader  of  the  new  force.  We 
want  men  of  vision  to  lift  pharmacy  out  of  the  Slough  of 
Despond  into  which  it  has  fallen  ;  if  we  had  such,  money 
would,  flow  into  the  coffers  of  any  body  formed  to  make  their 
ideals  practical.  And  wie  want  real  unity  in  the  rank  and  file 
also  ;  I  doubt  whether  we  have  it  as  much  as  we  had  ten  or 
twenty  years  ago.  "  The  fellow  down  the  street  "  dominates 
the  situation  too  much.  We  are  too  prone  to  wonder  what  he 
would  do  if  we  agreed  to  some  concerted  action  ;  we  might 
lose  a  bit  of  business,  and  some  pharmacists  believe  it  is  worse 


to  lose  business  than  their  ideals.  A  similar  state  of  affairs 
prevails  in  the  wholesale  and  manufacturing  trade.  Efforts  to 
agree  upon  some  method  of  stopping  the  rot  of  "  price 
cutting,"  for  instance,  are  frustrated  by  a  few  who  are  deter- 
mined not  to  let  an  order  pass  them,  whether  they  make  any- 
thing out  of  it  or  not.  The  pity  of  it  is  that  union  can  be 
achieved  ;  other  trades  are  doing  it. 

The  Uneasiness  Felt 

in  the  drug  trade  at  the  prospect  of  further 
legislation  relating  to  dangerous  drugs  has  been  allayed  by 
your  forceful  editorial  on  "  Molehill  into  Mountain."  Persons 
in  authority  do  not  always  realise  that  the  construction  placed 
on  their  words  by  others  less  fortunately  situated  than  them- 
selves may  be  vastly  different  from  the  meaning  intended. 
The  letter  to  which  you  refer  seems  a  case  in  point,  and  it 
was  with  no  small  measure  of  satisfaction  that  I  learned  from 
the  C.  (S-  D.  that  the  projected  amendments  were  nothing 
more  than  alterations  of  form  rather  than  of  substance.  The 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  has  created  so  much  con- 
fusion of  late  that  further  restrictions  seemed  inconceivable. 
It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  amid  the  confusion  in  pharmacy 
at  the  present  time  the  C.  6-  D.  refuses  to  be  stampeded  and 
still  remains  the  champion  of  the  rank  and  file. 

"  Do  Branches  Pay  ?  " 

can  be  answered  by  replying  that  it  all  de- 
pends on  the  branch  and  the  amount  of  business  done  in  it. 
That  many  chemists  own  several  branches  and  are  doing  well 
out  of  them  is  true  ;  but  I  contend  that  such  cases  are  not 
common,  and  that  the  average  branch  only  makes  enough  to 
pay  the  manager  and  perhaps  enable  the  owner  to  buy  on 
slightly  better  terms.  The  average  branch  is  more  of  a  nuis- 
ance to  the  owner  than  anything  else,  because  its  control  takes 
him  away  from  the  parent  business.  The  ideal,  rarely  realised, 
is  to  have  a  sufficient  number  of  shops  with  suitable  managers 
and  for  the  owner  to  spend  a  certain  amount  of  time  with 
each  every  ,week  ;  this  presupposes  that  he  has  no  parent 
shop  where  his  presence  is  required  for  any  length  of  time. 
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Legal  Reports 

Dangerous  Drugs  Acts. —  At  Bristol,  on  March  27,  Mr. 
F.  H.  Moss,  chemist  and  druggist,  Whiteladies  Road,  Clifton, 
was  summoned  for  not  keeping  "  dangerous  "  drugs  in  a 
locked  receptacle.  It  was  stated  for  the  defence  that  there 
was  a  pharmacist  in  the  premises  who  was  dispensing  drugs 
when  the  inspector  arrived.  It  was  therefore  necessary  for 
the  cupboard  to  be  open.

Insurance  Act  Dispensing 

Record    of    matters   concerning   Chemists'    interests   in  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Acts. 
ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Lancashire  (No.  U  Area). — Lancashire  Prescription 
Bureau  (No.  4  area)  states  that  the  total  prescriptions  issued 
from  July  i  to  September  30  in  the  area  numbered  518,765, 
at  a  prescription  cost  of  ;^I7,487,  compared  with  497,063  pre- 
scriptions and  £16,692  for  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1934. 
The  ingredient  costs  for  three  years  were: — 1935,  £8,059; 
1934.  £7,650:  1933,  £7.987  ;  and  dispensing  fees  £9.427.  i^9.04i 
and  £9,291  respectively.  The  total  average  cost  per  prescrip- 
tion for  the  three  years  was  S.ogd.,  8.o6d.  and  S.ogd.  The 
district  with  the  largest  number  of  prescriptions  was  Oldham 
(86,116,  average  cost  7.96d.)  and  the  smallest  Westmorland 
(10,212,  average  cost  9.4od.).  Bolton,  with  7.7od.,  had  the 
lowest  average  cost.  A  member  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  Blackburn  had  the  highest  average  cost  per  insured 
person  (io.52d.). 

North-East  Midlands. — -The  annual  general  meeting  of  the 
Joint  Committee  of  the  North-East  Midland  Prescription 
Bureau  was  held  at  the  Committee's  offices  in  Sheffield, 
recently.  Mr.  H.  G.  Toy,  chemist  and  druggist  (Derby),  was 
elected  Chairman  fgr  the  ensuing  year  and  Mr.  C.  Dewing, 
chemist  and  druggist  (Grimsby),  Deputy  Chairman.  The  total 
number  of  prescriptions  admitted  during  1935  was  4,190,668, 
compared  with  4,065,063  for  the  previous  year.  The  priced 
value  of  prescriptions  was  £137,394,  and  the  number  of 
accounts  certified  for  payment  11,520.  In  addition  183,796 
prescriptions  of  ascertained  value  of  £5,918  were  dealt  with  in 
connexion  with  certain  Public  Assistance  Committees. 

Smethwick. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Smethwick  In- 
surance Committee  it  was  reported  that  the  number  of 
insured  persons  included  in  the  register  of  the  Committee  as 
entitled  to  medical  benefit  on  January  i  was  38,647,  compared 
with  a  total  of  38,179  on  January  i,  1935.  The  Pharmaceu- 
tical Service  Subcommittee  reported  upon  a  test  prescription 
for  mist,  phenazoni  co.  in  which  there  was  a  deficiency  of 
12  per  cent,  of  phenazon.,  15.7  per  cent,  of  sodii  salicyl.,  and 
64  per  cent,  of  liq.  ammon.  aromat.  The  chemist  and  his 
manager  submitted  that  the  phenazone  was  first  weighed,  then 
transferred  to  paper  and  thence  into  the  bottle.  The  sodii 
salicyl.  was  dealt  with  similarly,  the  same  pisce  of  paper  being 
used.  It  was  stated  that  at  the  time  the  atmosphere  was  very 
damp,  and  that  consequently  a  portion  of  the  powders  would 
be  likely  to  adhere  to  the  paper,  thus  accounting  for  the 
deficiencies.  The  chemist  stated  that  he  usually  bought  his 
supplies  of  this  in  the  strength  required  for  dispensing  pre- 
scriptions in  the  National  Formulary.  He  had  also  had  in 
stock  at  one  time,  however,  a  bottle  of  i  in  3  solution,  and 
apparently  that  bottle,  when  empty,  had  been  filled  up  from 
a  container  containing  the  normal  strength  solution.  In  dis- 
pensing the  prescription  the  manager  regarded  the  solution  as 
I  in  3,  as  labelled  on  the  bottle,  thus  explaining  the  deficiency 
disclosed.  The  Subcommittee  did  not  regard  these  explana- 
tions as  satisfactory  and  recommended  that  the  Minister  of 
Health  be  asked  to  impose  a  penalty  of  £2  2s. 

Wiltshire. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  County  Insurance 
Committee  it  was  decided  to  caution  two  chemists  who  had 
supplied  deficient  medicine.  In  anotlier  case,  in  which  the 
Committee  had  recommended  that  a  chemist  should  be  removed 
from  the  panel  on  account  of  supplying  deficient  medicine, 
it  was  reported  that  the  Minister  of  Health  had  now  intimated 
that  a  fine  of  £2  would  be  an  adequate  penalty.  Mr.  A.  E. 
Harding  criticised  this  action  ;  he  said  that  on  a  previous 
occasion  the  chemist  in  question  had  been  find  £2.  It  was 
absolutely  useless  for  members  to  come  to  that  meeting,  go 
carefully  into  cases,  and  come  to  decisions,  and  then  for  the 
Ministry  to  act  as  it  had  done.  He  suggested  that  the  Com- 
mittee should  draw  up  a  report  and  submit  it  to  the  Ministrj-. 
The  Chairman :  We  withdrew  the  representation  of  removal 
from  the  panel  after  a  communication  from  the  Ministry,  and 
acting  on  that  the  Ministry  have  imposed  a  fine  of  £2.  Mr.  F. 
Beer  said  that  the  Committee  withdrew  its  representations  for 
removal  from  the  panel  on  the  ground  that  the  Ministry  had 
an  alternative  way  of  dealing  with  the  matter  appropriately 
and  adequately.  It  had  dealt  with  it,  in  the  Committee's 
opinion,  inappropriately  and  inadequately.  It  was  eventual!}- 
decided  to  send  a  resolution  of  protest  to  the  Ministry.

Crosskill  &  Sons,  Norwich;  Arthur  H.  Cox  &.  Co.,  Ltd., 
Brighton;  Red  Bank  Chemical  Co.,  Edinburgh;  Warrick 
Brothers,  Ltd.,  London. 

Shops  (Sunday  Trading  Restrictions)  Bill 

The  Executive  had  felt  that  the  provisions  of  this  Bill  would 
impose  a  heavy  burden  on  chemists  who  had  to  open  for 
dispensing,  and  it  had  decided  to  table  an  amendment  providing 
ior  the  exemption  of  registered  chemists.  The  parliamentary 
agent  had  been  instructed  accordingly,  and  had  taken  the 
necessary  action.  The  Executive  received  a  letter  from  the 
secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  saying  that  the  Society 
could  not  agree  to  any  exemption  for  chemists  from  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Bill,  and  he  was  sending  a  letter  to  the  Home  Office 
to  that  effect.  The  Executive  arranged  for  its  chairman  and 
secretary  to  interview  the  president  of  the  society  and  its 
secretary  to  discuss  the  matter. 

Medical  and  Surgical  Appliances  (Advertisement)  Bill 

This  Bill  received  the  attention  of  the  Executive,  and  instruc- 
lions  were  issued  regarding  any  amendments  unfavourable  to 
chemists  which  might  be  brought  forward.    (See  p.  393.) 

CD.  A.  Matters 

The  secretary  reported  that  there  were  thirteen  cases  out- 
standing since  the  last  meeting  of  the  directors,  but  four  of 
these  might  be  considered  closed,  and  two  had  been  settled:  — 
Hair  lotion  caused  blistering ;  claim  settled  by  payment  of 
/17  17s.  Damage  to  car  caused  by  cycling  errand-boy  ;  claim 
settled  for  £1  3s.  gd. 

Eight  new  cases  had  arisen  during  the  month,  and  the 
-following  settlements  had  been  effected  in  regard  to  six  of 
these ;  — Wrong  shade  of  hair  dye  supplied  ;  claim  settled  for 
£2  2S.  Olive  oil  contaminated  with  camphor  oil  ;  claim  settled 
for  £\  IS.  Injuries  caused  by  fall  over  step  ;  claim  settled  for 
IIS.  Coat  torn  on  shop  door;  claim  settled  for  4s.  6d. 
"Window  of  neighbouring  shop  broken  by  errand-boy ;  claim 
settled  for  14s.  6d.  Damage  to  car  caused  by  cycling  errand- 
boy  ;  claim  settled  for  £\  5s. 

The  secretary  reported  that  a  member  had  been  defended  in 
respect  of  a  summons  for  selling  Parrish's  food  deficient  in 
ferrous  phosphate.  The  summons  had  been  dismissed.  Other 
cases  were  also  reported. 

N.P.U.  Annual  Meeting 

The  fifteenth  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  was  held  at  4  and  5  Queen  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on 
March  24,  Mr.  S.  J.  Stearn  in  the  chair. 

Reports  Adopted 

The  Chairman  presented  the  report  and  dealt  briefly  with 
the  individual  items.  He  then  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
report,  which  was  seconded  by  the  Vice-Chairman  (Mr.  Bryan) 
and  carried  unanimously. 

In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  account  of  income  and  expen- 
diture, balance  sheet  and  auditors'  report,  the  Treasurer 
(Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish)  referred  to  the  expenses  incurred  in 
connection  with  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme,  and  said  that 
if  it  was  necessary  to  expend  money  on  this  movement  the 
Executive  would  do  so  with  pleasure,  and  he  hoped  with  profit 
to  the  members.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Hobson 
and  carried. 


.  Alterations  to  Rules 

The  Chairman  stated  that  the  Conference  of  Branch  Dele- 
gates had  considered  and  approved  the  alterations  to  the  Rules 
lor  submission  to  the  meeting,  and  had  recommended  a  modi- 
hcation  of  Rule  58.  The  adoption  of  the  Rule  as  altered  was 
moved  by  Mr.  Forster,  seconded  by  Mr.  French,  and  carried 
unanimously. 

[Rule  58  now  reads: — "Members'  conferences  shall  be  held 
whenever  the  Executive  Committee  deem  necessary.  The  repre- 
sentation at  such  conferences  to  be  in  the  proportion  of  one 
delegate  for  every  complete  100  members  included  in  the  elec- 
toral area.  Branch  conferences  shall  be  held  whenever  the 
Executive  Committee  deems  necessary ;  the  representation  at 
such  conferences  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  delegates  from 
each  branch.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  from 
time  to  time  to  fix  the  basis  of  appointment  for  the  delegates 
and  the  method  of  voting  at  such  conferences."] 

CD. A.  Annual  Meeting 

The  thirty-fifth  annual  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Defence 
Association  was  held  at  4  and  5  Queen  Square,  London,  W.C.i,, 
on  March  24.  { 
Reports  Adopted  ' 

The  Chairman,  in  presenting  the  report,  said  that  he  was 
sure  that  after  reading  it  every  member  would  realise  the  ver\- 
important  and  comprehensive  indemnity  cover  provided  by  the 
CD. A.  He  referred  to  the  amazing  variety  of  the  claims,  and 
said  that  the  secretary  (Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson)  was  an  adept  at 
dealing  with  people  who  wished  to  make  more  out  of  claims 
than  was  necessary  or  reasonable.  Legal  and  personal  inquiries 
from  members  were  always  dealt  with  efficiently,  and  he  paid 
a  tribute  to  the  Association's  solicitors.  He  moved  the  adop- 
tion of  the  accounts  and  balance  sheet,  and'  the  report  of  the 
directors  and  auditors.  This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Bryan  and 
r.arried  unanimously. 

Alierations  to  Rules 

The  Chairman  informed  the  meeting  that  the  suggested 
alterations  had  been  considered  and  approved  by  the  Branch 
Delegates'  Conference  for  submission  to  the  meeting.  A  list 
of  the  alterations  had  been  circulated.  The  adoption  of  the 
alterations  to  the  Rules  was  moved  by  Mr.  Bryan,  seconded 
by  Mr.  French,  and  carried. 

Re-election  of  Directors  and  Auditors 

The  Chairman  stated  that  according  to  Rule  18  only  the 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  N.P.U.  were 
eligible  for  election  as  directors  of  the  CD.

Scholes,  W.  I.;  Stearn,  S.  J.;  Yeates,  C.  J.  The  motion  was 
carried.  Messrs.  West  and  Drake  were  re-elected  auditors  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Vote  of  Thanks 

Mr.  Bryan  proposed  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  the  chair- 
man (Mr.  Stearn)  for  the  able  manner  in  which  he  had  presided 
over  the  proceedings  during  his  twelve  months  of  oliice  ;  he 
had  allowed  much  time  for  discussion,  without  wasting  any.

Warwickshire 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  Warwickshire  branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  at  Coventry  on  March  26, 
the  chairman  (Mr.  W.  Nundy)  presiding.  Colonel  W.  F. 
Wyley,  giving  the  toast  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society," 
thought  the  Society  stood  higher  in  the  esteem  of  Govern- 
ment circles  than  it  had  ever  done.  Sometimes  he  thought 
pharmacists  were  not  recognised  by  the  community  as  they 
ought  to  be.  Mr.  W.  J.  Beardsley  {a  member  of  the  Society's 
Council)  said  the  Council  did  not  regard  the  Home  Secretary's 
action  in  regard  to  the  Poisons  Board's  recommendations  from 
a  selfish  motive.  Pharmacists  wanted  no  monopoly,  but  were 
out  for  the  safety  of  the  public.  They  had  secured  that 
consideration  should  be  given  to  the  same  elficient  and  satis- 
factory inspection  of  licensed  poison  sellers'  premises  as  that 
to  which  pharmacists  would  be  subject.  He  added  that  he 
wanted  the  medical  profession  to  forget  the  term  "prescribe." 
He  wanted  them  to  "  diagnose  "  and  the  chemist  to  "  dis- 
pense." In  response  to  the  toast,  "The  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union,"  Mr.  H.  H.  Marshall  (member  of  N.P.U.  executive) 
said  he  hoped  that  before  long  they  would  be  able  to  present 
a  scheme  in  connexion  with  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme 
which  would  be  acceptable  both  to  manufacturers  and  retailers 
and  enable  them  to  bring  back  into  chemists'  shops  those 
things  which  they  had  been  trained  to  handle,  but  which  had 
been  elsewhere  so  long.  Replying  to  the  toast  of  "  The 
Guests,"  proposed  by  Dr.  E.  G.  Bryant,  Capt.  W.  F.  Strick- 
land, M.P.,  expressed  his  support — to  which  he  is  giving  active 
effect  in  the  House — for  pharmacists  in  their  opposition  to 
being  included  under  the  provision  of  the  Sunday  Trade 
Restriction  Bill.  An  offer  by  Colonel  W.  F.  Wyley  to  provide 
a  chairman's  badge  of  office  in'  memory  of  many  happy 
memories  was  gratefully  accepted. 

Pharmaceutical  Employees 

The  first  dinner  of  the  Association  of  Pharmaceutical 
Employees,  held  at  the  National  Trades  Union  Club,  24  Oxford 
Street,  London,  W.C.i,  on  March  26,  was  restricted  to  fifty 
diners.  Mr.  A.  Bernard  Mathewson  (chairman,  pharmaceutical 
advisory  committee)  occupied  the  chair  and  was  supported  by 
Mr.  G.  Maurice  Hann  (general  secretary)  and  Mr.  W.  Atkinson 
(secretary,  pharmaceutical  advisory  committee).  The  guest 
of  honour  was  Mr.  Hannen  Swafler.  The  first  speaker  was  Mr. 
Hann,  who  described  the  progress  made  by  the  Association. 
He  had  assisted,  he  said,  at  its  inception,  when,  in  order  to 
test  the  pertinacity  of  would-be  members,  he  had  drawn  atten- 
tion to  every  sort  of  obstacle.  In  fourteen  months,  twelve 
sections  had  been  set  up  in  prmcipal  towns  and  minimum 
rates  of  pay  for  various  grades  of  employee  had  been  agreed 
upon  by  a  central  committee.  A  bulletin  had  been  published, 
to  be  followed  at  an  early  date  by  a  second,  which  it  was 
hoped  would  be  letterpress-printed.  Reports  from  the 
branches  indicated  renewed  activity  during  the  previous  fort- 
night, with  successful  meetings  in  Plymouth,  Sheffield  and 
Birmingham.  The  speaker  closed  with  a  word  of  gratitude 
towards  Mr.  Hannen  SwafTer  for  having  been  the  first  jour- 
nalist to  give  any  publicity,  in  the  national  press,  to  the  Asso- 
ciation. Mr.  Swafler,  who  followed,  declared  that  members 
were  faced  with  the  most  difficult  task  encountered  by  trade 
unionists — that  of  organising  the  "  black-coat  "  workers. 
Nevertheless,  he  said,  the  task  was  supremely  worth  while, 
especially  as  trade  union  organisation  among  artisans  had 
reached  its  virtual  limits.  He  gave  encouraging  accounts  of 
the  successes  achieved  by  the  National  Union  of  Journalists, 
Actors'  Equity,  and  an  organisation  of  bank  clerks,  and 
declared  that,  despite  setbacks,  members'  efforts,  like  "  all 
decent  human  motives,"  could  never  ultimately  fail.  After 
speeches  by  Mr.  Mathewson  and  Mr.  Hiscocks,  Mr.  Atkinson 
announced  that  Mr.  J.  P.  James  and  himself  had  been 
nominated  by  the  Council  of  the  Association  as  candidates  in 
the  forthcoming  Pharmaceutical  Council  election.  While  dis- 
claiming any  profound  knowledge  of  trade  unionism,  he 
realised  it  was  essential  that  employees  should  unite  in  their 
common  interest,  as  did  the  employers.  An  instance  was  the 
Bill,  at  present  under  discussion  in  the  House  of  Commons,  on 
the  subject  of  Sunday  trading. 


North  London 

The  North  London  Pharmaceutical  Association  has  from  its 
inception   been  recognised   as  different   from   the  orthodox 
pharmaceutical    communities.      The    twenty-fourth  annual 
dinner   at   the   Connaught   Rooms   on   March    26   did  not 
belie  this  reputation.    There  were  over  150  present,  and  Mr. 
C.  W.  Andrew  (president)  was  in  the  chair  for  the  second  time. 
Mr.  Andrew  was  the  first  chairman  of  the  Association,  and 
two  fellow  Cornishmen  (Mr.  J.  Downing  and  Mr.  J.  Hearle) 
were   at    spur   tables,    where   were   also    two  pharmaceuti- 
cal councillors  (Mr.  Herbert  Skinner  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Young), 
likewise  Mr.  D.  Anderson  and  Mr.  G.  A.  Steel.     As  usual, 
the  majority  of  those  present  were  retail  pharmacists  in  busi- 
ness in  the  North  London  area,  but  at  the  top  table  Mr. 
Andrew    had    supporting  him,    among  others,    Mr.  Thomas 
Marns,  Dr.  C.  H.  Hampshire.  Mr.  C.  A.  Noble,  Mrs.  J.  K. 
Irvine  and  Mr.  C.  E.  Corfield.     An  excellent  dinner  having 
been  disposed   of,    Mr.   Steel  proposed   the  toast  of   "  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society."    He  had  been  asked  to  do  this,  he 
said,  but  he  did  not  understand  why,  as  he  knew  very  little 
about  the  Society.    Since  the  pleasurable  thrill  he  had  of  being 
called  up  from  the  "  funking  form  "  at  the  Square  and  being 
shaken  by  the  hand,  his  only  dealings  with  the  Society  had 
been  in  connexion  with  the  payment  of  his  annual  subscrip- 
tion.   They  were  paying  up,  he  said,  all  the  time,  but  so  far 
as  he  could  see  getting  nothing  for  it.    As  a  matter  of  fact, 
it  seemed  that  chemists  were  being  asked  to  give  up  more  and 
more  all  the  time,  and  during  the  past  three  or  four  years 
they  had  given  up  so  much  that  soon  there  would  be  nothing 
left.     They  were  supposed  to  be  strongly  represented  on  the 
Poisons  Board,  yet  pharmacists  generally  had  no  information 
as  to  what  was  happening  to  the  Board's  recommendations 
as  regards  the  sale  of  poisons.    On  the  other  hand,  he  learned 
from  a  trade  journal  that  the  Grocers'  Federation  were  very 
well  satisfied  with  the  result  of  their  efforts  to  secure  recogni- 
tion in  the  sale  of  poisonous  substances.    After  the  harm  was 
done  there  was,  of  course,  an  interview  at  the  Home  Office, 
but  the  Home  Secretary  merely  sent  a  deputy,  who  said  some 
very  nice  things  to  the  deputation  but  could  give  no  under- 
taking that  the  list  would  be  altered.    He  hoped  the  president- 
elect of  the  Society,  who  was  with  them  that  evening,  would 
give  them  some  enlightenment  on  this  subject  and  an  assur- 
ance, if  there  were  no  hope  of  the  reserved  list  of  poisons 
being  increased  and  the  number  for  listed  sellers  decreased, 
that  the  Council  would  at  least  make  sure  that  in  future 
pharmacists  would  hold  what  they  have.     In  his  reply  Mr. 
Marns  adroitly  avoided  the  controversial  conundrums  put  by 
Mr.  Steel.     He  reminded  Mr.  Steel  that  his  Association  had 
two  capable  representatives  on  the  Council  (Mr.  Skinner  and 
Mr.  Young),  who  would  no  doubt  be  quite  willing  to  deal 
with  all  the  points  he  had  raised.    Another  innovation  was 
the    proposition   of    the    principal    toast   of   the  evening — 
"  The  North  London  Pharmaceutical  Association  " — by  Mrs. 
Jean  K.  Irvine.     In  the  hands  of  so  experienced  a  thinker 
and  speaker  on  pharmaceutical  affairs,  this  was  well  done. 
The  reason  and  the  justification  for  so  many  associations  was. 
she  said,  that  they  were  the  branches  which  provided  stimulus, 
light  and  life  to  the  parent  tree.    North  London  was  particularly 
fortunate  in  its  officers:    Mr.  Andrew  was  president  for  the 
second  time,  Mr.  Young  was  on  the  Council,  and,  of  course, 
one  never  thought  of  North  London  without  thinking  of  Mr. 
Skinner.    Replying,  Mr.  Andrew  alluded  to  the  fact  that  the 
toast  had  been  proposed  by  a  lady,  and  he  felt  sure  that  the 
fashion  which  North  London  had  set  would  soon  be  followed 
by  other  associations.    After  a  tilt  at  pharmacists  who  grumble 
privately  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  but  decline  to  voice 
their  complaints  publicly,  he  dealt  with  the  coming  Council 
election,   advising  everyone  to  scan  the  list  of  candidates 
carefully.    The  Victor  Ludorum  cup  for  the  season,  the  Selo 
cup  for  1935,  and  the  replica  cup  for  1933  were  presented  to 
Mr.  J.  Deas.    The  Victor  Ludorum  replica  was  presented  to 
Mr.  J.    j.   Gibson,  and  Maw's  shield  spoons  were  given  to 
Messrs.  Deas,  Felton,  Gibson,  Honiatt,  Price  and  Swanston. 
The  Mayor  and  Mayoress  of  Wandsworth  (Mr.  and  Mrs.  Keall) 
joined  the  gathering  during  the  dance.

It  is 
stated  that  Neoket  has  been  subjected  to  clinical  trials  by 
several  specialists  who  found  no  ill  effects  and,  in  addition, 
sterile  urine  was  obtained  after  seven  to  eight  days.  Messrs.

and  8  oz.  bottles.

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Pharmaceutical  Society  Finance 

The  financial  statement  for  the  year  ended  December  31, 
1935.  was  presented  at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  April  i.  In  previous 
years  it  has  been  our  usual  custom  to  contrast  the  current 
year's  statement  with  that  of  the  previous  year.  On  this 
occasion,  however,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  accounts  have 
been  presented  in  a  new  form,  it  is  hardly  possible  for  a 
comparison  to  be  made.  According  to  the  treasurer  (Mr. 
E.  T.  Neathercoat)  the  Council  of  the  Society  is  working 
on  a  new  system  of  estimates,  the  present  form  having  been 
introduced  as  a  means  of  assisting  standing  committees  to 
compile  their  estimates.  One  of  the  objects,  apparently, 
has  been  to  provide  more  information  for  members.  This 
appears  to  have  been  done,  and  provided  that  no  further 
change  is  made  in  presenting  the  accounts  in  future  years,  it 
may  be  that  members  will  be  able  to  follow  the  financial 
statement  with  a  better  understanding  than  seems  to  be  at 
present  possible.  The  explanation  of  the  new  method  of 
preparing  the  financial  statement  is  given  in  our  report  of 
the  Council  meeting  on  p.  411.  The  treasurer  is  reported  to 
have  said  that  they  had  formulated  one  of  the  most  appro- 
priate systems  of  estimating  expenditure.  Although  the 
system  to  be  followed  did  not  agree  entirely  with  those 
practised  by  local  government  bodies,  the  methods  were 
similar,  and  have  been  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  Society, 
whatever  that  may  mean.  The  accumulated  funds  of  the 
Society  are  greater  this  year  by  £9,7^0  than  they  were  last 
year.  The  income  of  the  Society  was  reduced  by  over  £y,ooo. 
Part  of  this  falling  off  is  set  against  the  lessened  demand  for 
the  Codex.  Last  year  the  income  from  the  sales  of  the 
Codex  was  ;^i9,382.  This  year  it  amounted  only  to  ;^4,26o, 
the  drop  amounting  to  ;^i5,ooo,  approximately.  Expendi- 
ture increase  during  the  year  was  ;^2,654. 

The  sum  passed  to  reserves  amounted  approximately  to 
;^io,ooo,  and  this  amount,  according  to  the  treasurer,  was 
the  minimum  sum  required  by  the  Society  if  they  are  "  to 
live  up  to  their  responsibilities."  Last  year  ;/|i8,ooo  was 
added  to  the  Society's  accumulated  funds.  The  new  building, 
however,  is  almost  certain  to  absorb  the  present  reserves 
and  those  that  are  likely  to  accrue  for  a  number  of  years, 
especially  if  the  huge  deficits  indicated  in  the  "  Summary 
Statement  of  Income  and  Expenditure  "  are  to  con- 
tinue indefinitely.  The  net  revenue  from  examinations 
amounted  to  nearly  /^20,ooo.  Against  this,  however,  there 
are  losses  of  £3,700  on  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  £2,^00  on 
the  Pharmacological  Laboratories,  and  ;^i2,6oo  on  the 
official  journal.    These  are  approximate  figures. 

Only  a  wealthy  organisation  such  as  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  could  survive  an  annual  tale  of  losing  ventures. 
There  can  be  little  doubt  that  this  attempt  to  clarify 
the  financial  statement  of  the  Society  can  hardly  be 
said  to  have  succeeded.  The  member  of  the  Society 
who  is  now  forced  to  pay  his  registration  fee  and 
premises  fee  has  little  time  to  investigate  the  intricacies 
of  finance  as  it  is  understood  by  chartered  accountants  and 
auditors.  It  is,  however,  important  for  members  of  the 
Society  to  accept  the  treasurer's  expression  of  opinion  that 


the  value  of  the  system  would  not  reall\-  arise  until  it  had 
been  in  operation  for  several  years.  If  after  the  passing  of 
time  this  aim  is  accomplished  it  may  be  worth  while  waiting . 

London  Drug  Auctions 

For  some  years  past  the  number  of  lots  sold  "  under  the 
hammer  "  at  the  bi-monthly  drug  auctions  held  at  the 
Commercial  Sale  Rooms  in  London  have  been  comparatively 
few.  The  business  of  the  auction  had  deteriorated  to 
nothing  much  more  than  a  "  call-over  "  of  the  goods  listed 
in  the  eight  or  nine  brokers'  catalogues.  This  does  not 
mean  that  interest  in  the  auctions  on  the  part  of  consumers 
and  merchants  had  practically  ceased.  The  inspection  of 
the  samples  in  the  brokers'  sale  rooms  and  the  bulk  goods 
at  the  warehouses  on  the  days  preceding  the  auctions  con- 
tinues just  as  keen.  What  seems  to  have  changed  is  the 
policy  of  buyers,  both  merchants  and  consumers,  who  have 
adopted  the  practice  of  either  buying  the  goods  they  were 
interested  in  prior  to  the  auction  or  waiting  till  after  the 
"  call-over  "  in  the  rostrum  and  then  negotiating  the  deal 
privately.  Formerly,  buyers  were  quite  open  in  their  pur- 
chases; in  fact,  there  was  a  certain  amount  of  pride  taken 
by  the  buyers  of  the  leading  manufacturing  druggists' 
houses  and  the  merchants  in  the  prominent  part  they  played 
in  the  Thursday  mornings'  business  in  the  Room.  It 
is  therefore  of  interest  and  pleasing  to  note  that  at  the 
auction  held  last  week  (C.  &  D.,  March  28,  p.  389),  there 
was  at  least  a  small  revival  of  bidding  and  buying  "  under 
the  hammer."  The  apparent  lack  of  interest  in  the  auctions 
is  supposed  to  be  due  almost  entirely  to  a  desire  on  the  part 
of  buyers  "  not  to  let  their  competitors  know  what  they 
are  doing."  While  the  methods  they  adopt  are  entirely 
their  own  concern,  we  believe  such  secrecy  is  quite  mis- 
taken and  that  in  many  instances  the  only  tangible  result 
has  been  the  payment  of  a  slightly  higher  price  for  the 
goods  negotiated  privately. 

Santonin  Difficulties 

In  July  last  a  Convention  to  control  sales  prices  of  Santonin 
was  fixed  up,  the  parties  to  the  agreement  being  the  Russian, 
German  and  English  makers,  the  former,  of  course,  being 
by  far  the  most  important,  as  the  chief  producers.  The 
scale  of  prices  agreed  upon  ranged  from  £3^  12s.  6d.  to 
£39  13s.  6d.  per  kilo,  according  to  quantity.  For  some 
time  previously  the  market  had  been  competitive  and 
values  had  been  down  to  about  £iz  kilo.  It  was,  there- 
fore, anticipated  that  the  new  Convention  prices  would  not 
operate  for  three  or  four  months,  by  which  time  it  was  con- 
sidered the  limited  quantities  held  by  dealers  and  others 
would  have  been  sold.  For  a  time  second-hand  parcels 
of  five  or  ten  kilos  sold  at  about  ;^22  to  £2^  a  kilo,  but 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  quantities  of  "  outside  " 
material  available  seemed  to  increase  and  purchases  could 
be  made  at  not  more  than  ;^2o  a  kilo.  Business  continued 
but  still  there  was  no  sign  of  the  cheap  parcels  drying  up 
and  values  eventually  declined  to  the  current  figures  of 
about  ;^i8  a  kilo,  with  buyers  not  easy  to  find.  It  is 
most  probable  that  during  the  nine  months'  life  of  the  Con- 
vention not  a  single  kilo  has  been  sold  at  the  controlled 
prices,  a  condition  of  affairs  that  cannot  be  satisfactory  to 
the  producers.  The  prices  at  which  sales  have  been  made 
during  the  past  six  months  would  be  unattractive  to  the 
German  and  British  producers,  but  would  show  a  handsome 
profit  to  the  Russian  interests.  To-day,  there  is  no  sign 
that  the  Convention  is  ever  likely  to  function  in  controlling 
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interests  are  losing  orders  and  we  shallt  be  surprised  if 
they  continue  to  be  parties  to  such  a  hopeless  position 
very  much  longer.  Twelve  months  without  business 
should  surely  be  the  limit  of  their  patience. 

Proposed  Censorship  of  Proprietary  Medicines 

Signs  are  not  wanting  that  the  medical  profession  is  interest- 
ing itself  in  the  possibility  of  controlling  the  status  of  pro- 
prietary medicines.  It  will  be  remembered  that  in  1931  the 
Medical  Research  Council  set  up  a  Therapeutic  Trials  Com- 
mittee to  examine  new  medicinal  products  submitted  to  it  for 
controlled  clinical  tests.  The  latest  report  of  the  Medical  Re- 
search Council  states  that  products  are  still  being  received  from 
members  for  testing.  The  scope  of  the  corresponding  com- 
mittees of  the  American  Medical  Association  is  somewhat  wider, 
including  branded  medicines  and  foods.  The  first  editorial 
article  in  "  The  British  Medical  Journal  "  of  March  28  dis- 
cusses the  possibility  of  compiling  a  directory  of  proprietary 
remedies.  After  a  discussion  of  the  various  groups  into  which 
such  medicines  may  be  divided,  it  states:  — 


"  Every  preparation  witli  a  separately  registered  name 
sold  in  Great  Britain  should  be  included  in  the  new  volume, 
so  that  comparison  can  be  made  between  the  authentic  and 
the  dubious." 

By  a  coincidence,  a  recent  letter  in  our  "  Correspondence  " 
section  advocated  some  kind  of  organised  scrutiny  of  new  pro- 
prietary medicines  by  pharmacists.  According  to  informa- 
tion which  reaches  us,  medical  men  are  not  content  with  the 
work  of  the  Therapeutic  Trials  Committee,  but  desire  to  have 
separate  investigations  ;  approved  proprietary  medicines 
would  then,  presumably,  be  given  a  quasi-official  status. 

Medicines  and  Surgical  Appliances 
(^Advertisement)  Bill 

As  announced  in  our  news  columns  this  week  (p.  393),  the 
second  reading  of  the  Medicines  and  Surgical  Appliances  (Ad- 
vertisement) Bill  came  to  an  abrupt  end.  It  is  a  matter  of 
great  regret — not  to  say  disappointment — that  the  House  of 
Commons  regarded  wirh  indifference  a  measure  directed  to  the 
welfare  of  the  community  and  promoted  by  so  many  associa- 
tions of  great  importance  and  so  many  varied  interests.  A 
considerable  time  will,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  events,  elapse 
before  the  matter  is  taken  up  again.

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Council  Meeting 


-\n  interesting  feature  of  the  April  meeting  of  the  Council, 
held  at  i6  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  April  i, 
was  an  explanation  by  Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat  (treasurer)  of  a 
new  method  of  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  Society.  The 
president  (Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck)  was  in  the  chair. 


The  Society's  Conversazione 


Tuesd.\y's  Proceedings 
Among  the  items  dealt  with  by  the  Council  at  their  meeting 
held  on  March  3 1  were  as  follows :  — 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  New  South  Wales  enclosing  an  advertisement 
inserted  in  an  Australian  paper  by  a  member  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain.  The  letter  stated  that  the 
advertisement  was  open  to  criticism,  and  asked  whether  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  had  means  to  prevent  the  use  of  the 
letters  "  M.P.S."  in  connexion  with  the  advertisement.  The 
secretary  was  instructed  to  reply  that  the  Council  deprecated 
such  advertising,  and  that  when  the  powers  of  the  Statutory 
Committee  were  more  clearly  defined  such  advertising  was  of 
the  type  that  might  well  be  brought  before  that  committee. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  precise  extent  of  the  Committee's 
powers  had  not  yet  been  tested  and  that  the  person  concerned 
was  resident  in  Australia,  the  Council  could  not  see  its  way  to 
take  action  at  the  present  time. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Bradford  and  District  Branch 
of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  suggesting  that  en- 
deavours should  be  made  to  secure  that  the  sale  of  all  drugs 
included  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  should  be  reserved  to 
pharmacists.  The  secretary  was  instructed  to  reply  pointing 
out  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  giving  effect  to  the  proposal. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion enclosing  a  letter  containing  a  suggestion  that  the  Society 
should  take  steps  to  ensure  that  the  responsibility  of  the 
retailer  of  all  medicaments  for  their  quality  was  ensured  by  a 
requirement  that  his  name  and  address  should  appear  on  the 
containers  of  all  such  substances.  The  secretary  was  in- 
structed to  reply  pointing  out  that  serious  legal  obligations 
would  be  placed  upon  pharmacists  if  such  a  provision  were 
incorporated  in  the  law,  and  that  the  whole  question  of  the 
warranty  defence  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act 
would  be  involved. 

The  secretary  reported  that  during  the  passage  of  the  Shops 
(Sunday  Trading  Restriction)  Bill  through  Committee,  pro- 
posals were  made  whereby  a  pharmacist  who  was  employed  on 
a  Sunday  should  be  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  the  Bill, 
requiring  all  assistants  employed  on  Sundays  to  be  given  a  half 
or  a  whole  holiday  in  the  preceding  week,  and  that  on  the 
instructions  of  the  president  a  letter  had  been  sent  to  the 
Home  Office  pointing  out  that  the  views  of  pharmacists  who 
were  employees  must  also  be  taken  into  consideration,  and 
that  the  Society  could  not  agree  to  the  insertion  of  such  an 
exemption  in  the  Bill  in  which  the  principle  of  compensatory 
free  time  for  Sunday  duty  was  not  recognised.  The  Council 
resolved :  — That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Act  requires  chemists  to  provide  a  service  on  Sun- 
day, the  Home  Office  be  requested  to  take  steps  on  the  report 
stage  of  the  Bill  to  secure  inclusion  of  a  provision  whereby  a 
pharmacist  may  be  employed  for  not  more  than  two  hours  on 
Sunday  subject  to  his  receiving  equivalent  compensatory  free 
time  in  place  of  the  whole  or  half  day  provided  for  in  the  Bill. 

The  secretary  reported  that  Mr.  E.  L.  G.  McManus,  solicitor, 
had  been  appointed  registrar  of  the  Board  of  Medical  Auxili- 
aries and  would  shortly  be  terminating  his  appointment. 

Deaths 

At  the  outset  of  the  meeting  on  April  i  the  President 
made  appropriate  reference  to  the  deaths  of  Mr.  William 
Gowen  Cross,  Ph.C. ,  Shrewsbury,  and  Mr.  Harold  Brown, 
O.B.E.,  Ph.C.  Mr.  Cross  was  a  member  of  the  Council  for 
thirty  years,  and  vice-president  in  1892. 

Members  of  the  Council  stood  in  silence  as  a  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  Mr.  Cross,  and  adopted  the  president's  suggestion 
that  a  letter  of  sympathy  be  sent  to  the  relatives  of  Mr.  Brown. 


The  President  made  reference  to  the  success  of  the  con- 
versazione which  had  been  held  since  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Council,  expressing  gratification  at  the  fact  that  all  the  activi- 
ties of  the  College  and  School  had  been  so  well  represented. 
He  paid  a  cordial  tribute  to  the  enthusiasm  with  which  the 
organisation  had  been  arranged. 

Mr.  Melhuish  and  Mr.  Rowsell  also  expressed  their 
pleasure  at  the  success  of  the  gathering,  and  endorsed  the 
president's  tribute  to  Mr.  Adams  and  the  staff. 

Mrs.  Freke,  speaking  on  behalf  of  women  pharmacists,  said 
the  work  of  the  librarian  had  been  very  greatly  appreciated. 

Regisiration  Items 

Twelve  persons  were  elected  student-associates,  and  seven- 
teen persons  were  restored  to  the  Registers.  The  registrar 
reported  that  eighty  persons  had  been  registered  as  apprentices 
or  students.  Mr.  Kelvin  Loughran,  Malmesbury  Road,  E.16, 
having  complied  with  the  regulations  under  the  reciprocity 
arrangements,  was  registered  as  a  chemist  and  druggist. 

Nominations  for  Council 

The  secretary  reported  that  twenty-two  members  of  the 
Society  had  been  nominated  as  candidates  at  the  forthcoming 
Council  election.

The  existing  auditors  had  expressed  their  willingness  to 
accept  office  again. 

Annual  Finincial  Statement 

The  financial  statement  for  1935  was  submitted  to  the 
Council. 

Mr.  Neathercoat  emphasised  that  the  accounts  were  set 
out  very  fully  in  the  statement  issued  to  the  Council  and  were 
in  much  closer  detail  than  in  any  previous  statement  which 
had  been  issued  by  the  Society.  One  point  he  wished  to  make 
was  that  the  accounts  this  year  were  presented  to  the  Council 
and  the  members  of  the  Society  in  a  new  form.  He  wanted 
particularly  to  inform  the  members  of  the  Society  that  in 
future  they  were  working  under  a  new  system  of  annual  esti- 
mates and  the  new  format  of  accounts  had  been  introduced  to 
assist  the  compilation  of  the  estimates  of  the  outstanding  com- 
mittees of  the  Council.  One  object  had  been  to  provide  more 
information  for  members  and  also  to  put  that  information  in 
a  form  which  it  was  believed  would  be  more  readily  and  quickly 
understood.  The  main  reason  why  the  old  system  had  been 
altered  to  the  new  form  was  that  the  Society  had  reached  a 
stage  when  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act 
of  1933  had  come  into  operation.  When  that  Act  came  into 
force  there  was  created  a  new  relationship  between  the  Council 
and  the  members  of  the  Society.  At  the  same  time  there  came 
into  existence  a  new  responsibility  for  the  Council  in  relation 
to  the  funds  of  the  Society.  That  responsibility  was  at  once 
realised  by  the  Council,  and  at  once  equally  seriously  accepted 
and  undertaken.  The  Council,  as  a  result  of  new  conditions, 
carried  out  a  careful  investigation  into  their  existing  methods 
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of  finance,  and  during  the  year,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
office  and  officials,  there  haci  been  a  general  overhaul  of  the 
accountancy  system  of  the  Society  and  in  places  of  the  whole 
of  the  financial  system  of  the  Society.  In  future,  it  was  stipu- 
lated, there  must  be  authority  of  persons  or  committees 
for  expenditure,  and  that  authority  must  be  more  closely 
defined.  In  particular  an  arrangement  was  being  made  Jor 
annual  estimates  of  expenditure  to  be  incurred  in  the  following 
year  to  be  submitted.  More  opportunity  would  thus  be  given 
for  exammation  and  criticism  of  anticipated  expenditure.  The 
full  value  of  this  system,  of  course,  would  not  really  arise  until 
it  had  been  in  operation  for  several  years,  but  the  advantages 
of  the  estimation  of  expenditure  would  be  apparent  to  every 
member  of  the  Council,  for  they  would  be  able  in  the  future 
to  compare  estimates  with  actual  expenditure  and  also  to 
make  comparisons  with  the  previous  year  or  the  previous  year 
or  two.  He  thought  they  had  formulated  one  of  the  most 
appropriate  systems  of  estimating  expenditure.  It  did  not 
follow  those  practised  by  Local  Government  authorities  or  the 
Civil  Service,  but  the  methods  were  very  similar  and  had  been 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  Society.  .The  accumulated 
funds  of  the  Society  at  the  end  of  1935  amounted  to  /i6o,558, 
compared  with  ^150,801  in  1934,  representing  an  increase  of 
approximately  £9,150.  With  regard  to  the  invested  funds,  they 
were  set  out  at  cost,  and  it  was  interesting  to  note  that  com- 
pared with  the  book  value  the  market  value  of  the  investments 
showed  an  increase  of  £10,287,  or  9.25  per  cent.  With  regard 
to  the  total  income  of  the  Society  for  1935  the  figure  was 
£98,550,  as  compared  with  £105,703  in  the  preceding  year, 
representing  a  falling  away  of  £7,153.  With  reference  to  this 
falling  away  of  income,  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  in  1934 
there  was  the  income  resulting  from  the  publication  of  the 
Codex  amounting  to  £15,000,  which,  however,  did  not  repre- 
sent net  profit.  The  total  expenditure  foi;  1935  was  £89,428, 
compared  with  £86,774,  showing  an  increase  of  £2,654. 
The  Society  had  made  an  addition  to  the  accumulated 
reserves  as  a  result  of  last  year's  activities  of  approximately 
£10,000.  This,  in  his  opinion,  was  the  minimum  required  by 
the  Society  in  the  next  few  years  if  they  were  to  live  up  to 
their  responsibilities. 

The  President,  seconding  the  adoption  of  the  accounts, 
said  the  Council  must  offer  their  thanks  to  Mr.  Neathercoat 
for  the  tremendous  amount  of  work  he  had  put  into  the  trea- 
surership  and  the  pains  he  had  taken  to  explain  the  new  system. 

By-Law  Amendments 

The  amendments  to  the  by-laws  read  for  the  first  time  at 
the  March  meeting  of  the  Council  were  now  read  a  second  time. 

Organisation  Committee 

The  report  of  the  Organisation  Committee  contained  a  num- 
ber of  Conference  motions,  and  it  was  decided  to  circulate 
them  to  branches.  The  Committee  had  considered  the  follow- 
ing resolution  from  the  Pharmacy  League  referred  to  them  by 
the  Council:  "  That,  in  view  of  the  increased  membership  of 
the  Society,  the  Council  be  invited  to  offer  facilities  to  all 
candidates  for  the  free  inclusion  of  one  complete  election 
address  of  each  candidate  under  cover  of  '  The  Pharmaceutical 
Journal,"  and  thereby  reduce  the  cost  per  candidate  of  the 
election  expenses."  They  recommended  that  the  Council 
could  not  see  their  way  to  accede  to  the  request  for  reasons 
given.  The  Council  decided  to  consider  in  October  the  possi- 
bility of  providing  facilities  for  publishing  election  addresses. 

Benevolent  Fund  Committee 

The  report  of  this  Committee  showed  that  nineteen  applica- 
tions had  been  considered,  and  grants  made,  or  now  recom- 
mended, ranged  from  £6  to  £39.  During  the  first  three  months 
of  this  year  42  cases  were  dealt  with  and  41  grants  made, 
involving  a  total  sum  of  £898.  In  the  same  period  the  receipts 
amounted  to  £2,171  los.  7d.  Special  contributions  were 
acknowledged,  including  one  of  £75  from  the  West  Ham 
Association. 

Mr.  Antcliffe  made  special  reference  to  the  contributions, 
pointing  out  in  particular  that  the  £26  from  Cambridge  was 
in  appreciation  of  Mr.  Peck's  presidency. 

War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund 

The  report  of  the  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund  Com- 
mittee stated  that  seven  applications  had  been  considered,  and 


grants  made  or  now  recommended  ranged  from  £26  to  £40. 
The  statement  for  the  three  months  to  the  end  of  March 
showed  that  ten  cases  had  been  dealt  with,  involving  a  sum 
of  £217  IS.  6d. 

Establishment  Committee 

The  report  of  this  Committee  contained  a  reference  to  the 
University  of  Londoii  Centenary  Celebrations.  It  was  stated 
that  the  celebrations  were  to  take  place  during  the  week 
commencing  June  29.  The  schools  of  the  University  were  being 
asked  to  co-operate  by  entertaining  the  guests  at  informal 
dinners  or  luncheons  and  by  arranging  exhibitions  and  dis- 
plays of  an  appropriate  character.  It  was  agreed  that  the 
building  be  open  to  inspection  and  that  the  Council  entertain 
a  certain  number  of  guests. 

Education  Committee 

The  report  of  this  Committee  was  accompanied  by  a  memo- 
randum on  the  report  of  the  Privy  Council  visitor  to  the 
examinations  of  the  Society  held  in  Edinburgh  during  last 
year.  Professor  Stockman's  report  stated:  "A  'pass'  of 
only  27  per  cent,  of  the  candidates  must  be  regarded  as  un- 
satisfactory, and  for  some  years  past  I  have  had  to  report  it 
as  always  round  about  30  per  cent.  This  is  lower  than  any 
other  examination  of  the  kind  with  which  I  am  acquainted, 
and  seems  to  suggest  a  disproportion  between  the  teaching  and 
the  examining  which  merits  inquiry  by  the  Council  of  the 
Society."  Arising  from  Professor  Stockman's  comment  there 
were  two  further  observations  which  the  Committee  wished 
to  make.  First,  Professor  Stockman  stated  in  reference  to  the 
pass  figure,  "  This  is  lower  than  any  other  examination  of 
the  kind  with  which  I  am  acquainted."  In  this  regard  the 
Committee  suggested  that  possibly  Professor  Stockman  was 
comparing  the  Preliminary  Scientific  examination  with  an  in- 
ternal examination,  whereas  it  is  an  external  examination. 
It  is  agreed  generally  that  it  is  more  difficult  for  a  student  to 
pass  an  external  examination.  Secondly,  Professor  Stockman 
.stated  that  the  percentage  pass  "  seems  to  suggest  a  dispro- 
portion between  the  teaching  and  the  examining  which  merits 
inquiry  by  the  Council  of  the  Society."  Upon  this  fioint  the 
Committee  would  remind  the  Council  of  the  factors  which 
influenced  it  in  its  decision  to  amend  the  examination  regu- 
lations to  require  attendance  at  a  full-time  day  course  of 
instruction.  The  Committee  reiterated  its  conviction  that  in 
due  course,  when  every  candidate  for  the  examination  will 
have  undergone  a  full-time  day  course  of  instruction  occupying 
one  academic  year,  the  percentage  pass  of  such  candidates  will 
be  increased  materially. 

Finance  Committee 

The  financial  statement  showed  that  receipts  since  the  last 
meeting,  including  a  balance  of  £30  12s.  gd.,  amounted  to 
£i3.759  i6s.  3d.,  comprising  the  following  items:  Ketention 
fees,  £6,259  IS.;  premises  fees-,  £368  iis.;  subscriptions, 
£59  2S.  6d.;  College — School  of  Pharmacy,  17s.  7d.;  Phar- 
macological Laboratories,  £385  ;  registration  fees,  £170  2s.; 
restoration  fees,  £8  i8s.  8d.;  examination  fees,  £4,418  8s.; 
penalties  and  expenses,  £62  ;  rentals,  £4  los.;  "  Pharmaceutical 
Journal,"  £1,530  4s.  7d.;  Pharmaceutical  Press,  £411,  i6s.  id.; 
Quarterly  Journal,  £17  19s.;  Library — sale  of  books,  £5  14s.; 
insurance  commission,  £7  los.;  F.S.S.U.  contributions, 
£17  15s.  8d.;  sundries,  £1  13s.  7d.  Payments  ordered  at  the 
last  meeting  amounted  to  £7,850  4s.  2d.,  and  £5,900  had  beeib 
transferred  to  deposit  account,  leaving  a  balance  of  £9  12s.  id. 
The  balances  on  the  other  accounts  were :  Benevolent  Fund 
(current  account),  £23  5s.  7d.;  Benevolent  Fund  (donation 
account),  £12  15s.  iid.;  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund, 
£27  6s.  2d.;  Hills  Orphan  Fund,  £33  2S.  8d.;  Orphan  Fund, 
£67  3s.  id.  Accounts  amounting  to  £7,015  8s.  lod.  were 
passed  for  payment,  and  the  action  of  the  secretary  in  making 
payments  amounting  to  £1,566  7s.  7d.  was  approved. 

Law  Committee 

The  report  of  the  Law  Committee,  presented  by  Mr. 
Beardsley,  stated  that  in  England  and  Wales,  since  the  last 
report,  478  shops  have  been  visited.  Of  these,  321  were 
chemists'  shops.  In  all  the  chemists'  shops  certificates  were 
exhibited.  At  five  of  the  remaining  157  shops  visited,  certain 
infringements  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  were  reported.  In  Scot- 
land, since  the  last  report,  forty-seven  chemists'  shops  have 
been  visited,  in  all  of  which  certificates  were  exhibited.

THE  "  Courrier  Medical  et  Pharmaceutique, "  Brussels 
(February  1936,  99),  reports  a  lecture  recently  given 
by  Dr.  Cattier,  who  has  been  in  the  service  of  the 
French  Foreign  Office  for  more  than  thirty  years.  The  facts 
recorded  refer  to  the  central  region  of  Ethiopia,  i.e.,  the  district 
of  Addis  Ababa. 

Meat,  Dr.  Cattier  states,  is  almost  always  contaminated  with 
taenia,  which  may  be  regarded  as  a  sort  of  "  national  parasite." 
The  traditional  treatment  is  by  purging  with  kousso.  The 
proportion  of  tuberculous  cows  is  very  high.  Most  diseases 
common  to  other  countries  are  found  also  in  Abyssinia  ;  but, 
curiously,  cases  of  tetanus  are  extremely  rare.  The  rainy 
season  brings  a  large  proportion  of  obstinate  cases  of  rheuma- 
tism and  sciatica.  Diseases  of  special  interest  in  this  territory 
are :  — 

(1)  Typhus  exanthematicus.  Deadly  epidemics  appear  yearly 
at  the  end  of  the  great  rains.  Nothing  has  been  done  to 
combat  these. 

(2)  Recurrent  fever,  which  is  very  frequent. 

(3)  Tuberculosis.  Owing  to  the  malnutrition  and  frequent 
chills  of  the  inhabitants,  this  is  very  prevalent,  and  pursues  a 
rapid  course. 

(4)  Syphilis.  Doctors  are  unanimous  in  estimating  that  from 
70  to  75  per  cent,  of  the  population  is  afiected.  The  disease 
manifests  itself  in  ways  unknown  in  Europe  ;  but  the  virus 
appears  to  be  generally  dermo tropic  rather  than  neurotropic. 
The  Abyssinians  bathe  their  ulcers  in  the  hot  springs  to  be 
found  in  diflerent  parts  of  the  country. 

(5)  Cancer,  which  is  comparatively  rare. 

(6)  Alcoholism  is  rapidly  spreading.  The  natives,  who  used 
to  be  content  with  their  kala  (native  beer)  or  tedj  (a  kind  of 
mead),  now  consume  large  quantities  of  imported  alcoholic 
beverages. 

(7)  Mental  diseases,  frequent  developments  of  syphilis  and 
alcoholism. 

(8)  Visitors  are  frequently  afiected  by  the  altitude  (oppres- 
sion, heart  troubles,  insomnia,  anorexia).

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Addendum  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 

{Continued  from  The  ChemIST  AND  DRUGGIST,  March  21,  p.  347) 


Rheum. — To  the  description  add: — Known  in  commerce  as 
Shensi,  Canton,  or  high-dried  rhubarb. 

Characters,  delete  "  but  not  shrunken,"  insert  "  not  dis- 
coloured or  lacunose  internally." 

Tests  for  Purity. — Add :  — When  examined  by  screened  ultra- 
violet light  by  means  of  a  lens  no  shining  violet  points  are 
visible  (limit  of  rhapontic  rhubarb). 

Valeriana. — Test  for  Purity. — The  limit  of  asli  should  be 
changed  from  "  lo  per  cent."  to  "  12  per  cent." 

The  subcommittee  on  extracts,  liquid  extracts  and  tinctures 
recommends  that  the  following  changes  or  additional  require- 
ments be  inserted :  — 

ExTRACTUM  Belladonna  Liquidum,  Extractum  Hyos- 
CYAMI  Liquidum,  and  Extractum  Senega  Liquidum. — [The 
requirement  for  Alcohol  content  to  be  changed.] 

Tinctura  Digitalis. — The  subcommittee  has  considered 
the  possibility  of  simplifying  the  preparation  of  small  quan- 
tities of  this  tincture  from  standardised  digitalis  leaf,  and  re- 
commends that  the  following  method  be  inserted  as  an  alter- 
native to  the  percolation  method :  — 

Powdered  Digitalis. — A  quantity  containing  1000  Units  of  activity, 
equivalent  to  100  grains  of  the  international  standard  digitalis  powder. 
Alcohol  (70  per  cent.)  . .       . .       . .    1000  millilitres 

Macerate  in  a  closed  vessel  for  two  days,  shaking  occasionally  ; 
strain  ;  press  the  marc  lightly  ;  mix  the  liquids  obtained.  Clarify 
by  subsidence,  or  by  filtration. 

Tinctura  Ipecacuanha. — To  prevent  deposition  on  standing 
16.5  millilitres  of  Dilute  Acetic  Acid  should  be  added  in  making 
1000  millilitres  of  the  tincture. 

Tinctura  Stramonii. — This  tincture  should  be  prepared  by 
dilution  of  the  liquid  extract  and  the  alkaloidal  strength  should 
not  be  changed.    [A  formula  is  suggested  accordingly.] 

Two  new  monographs  are  suggested :  (i)  for  Extractum 
Stramonii  Liquidum,  containing  0.25  per  cent,  w/v  of  the 
alkaloids  of  stramonium,  calculated  as  hyoscyamine  (limits, 
0.248  to  0.252);  and  (2)  for  Extractum  Stramonii  Siccum,  con- 
taining I  per  cent,  of  the  alkaloids  of  stramonium,  calculated  as 
hyoscyamine  (limits,  0.9  to  i.i). 

The  subcommittee  on  waters,  infusions,  solutions,  spirits  and 
syrups  recommends  the  following  changes:  — 

Liquor  Arsenicalis. — Full  inquiries  have  been  made  regard- 
ing the  keeping  properties  of  Arsenical  Solution,  B.P.,  1932. 
No  change  in  the  formula  is  recommended. 

Liquor  Cresolis  Saponatus.  Characters. — The  description 
of  miscibility  should  be  altered  to  "  Miscible  in  all  proportions, 
up  to  10  per  cent,  v/v,  with  water,  and  in  all  proportions  with 
alcohol  (95  per  cent.);  not  miscible  with  acetone."  The  refer- 
ence to  miscibility  with  ether  should  be  deleted. 

Liquor  Iodi  Aquosus. — The  following  formula  for  Lugol's 
solution  is  recommended :  — 

Iodine   50  grams 

Potassium  Iodide        . .       . .       . .       .  .  100  grams 

Distilled  Water,  sufficient  to  produce    ..1000  mUlilitres 

Dissolve  the  Potassium  Iodide  and  the  Iodine  in  100  millilitres  oi 
Distilled  Water  ;  add  sufficient  Distilled  Water  to  produce  the  re- 
quired volume. 

[A  cross-reference  to  an  assay  process  is  given.] 

The  subcommittee  on  ointments  and  miscellaneous  galenicals 
recommends  that  the  following  changes  or  additional  require- 
ments be  inserted :  — 

Acetum  Scilla. — The  direction  to  "filter  while  hot" 
should  be  deleted. 

Aloinum. — The  test  for  limit  of  insoluble  matter  should  be 
altered.  .  .  .  [details  are  given.] 

Linimentum  Belladonna. — [The  requirement  for  Alcohol 
content  to  be  changed.] 

Unguentum  Simplex. — The  directions  for  the  use  of  White 
Soft  Paraffin  or  Yellow  Soft  Paraffin  should  be  stated  to  apply 
"unless  otherwise  directed  in  the  text." 

Unguentum  Sulphuris. — The  Simple  Ointment  used  should 
be  prepared  with  White  Soft  Paraffin. 

Injectio  Bismuthi  Oxychloridi. —  [A  formula  is  given.] 

Injectio  Mersalyli. — [A  formula  is  given.] 

Oleum  Iodisatum. —  [A  description  is  submitted.] 


The  subcommittee  on  alkaloids  and  alkaloidal  salts  recom- 
mends that  the  following  changes  be  made :  — 

.\tropina  Sulphas. — The  loss  on  drying  should  be  deter- 
mined at  136°  instead  of  at  105°. 

Ergotoxina  .Ethanosulphonas. —  [The  tests  for  identity 
are  altered,  and  the  specific  rotation  is  changed.] 

Quinina  et  -Ethylis  Carbonas. — The  melting  point  should 
be  changed  from  "  not  below  95°  "  to  "  not  below  90°." 

Ergometrina. — Ergometrine,  Ci.HzjOjNj,  is  an  alkaloid 
obtained  from  ergot,  and  purified  by  crystallisation  from  a 
suitable  organic  solvent.  It  occurs  in  two  forms  which  are 
differentiated  by  their  melting-points.  The  crystals  may 
contain  a  variable  proportion  of  solvent .  of  crystallisation. 
[Characters  and  tests  are  added.] 

Theophyllina. — -Theophylline,  i :  3  dimethylxanthine,  is  an 
alkaloid,  obtained  from  the  dried  leaves  of  Camellia  sinensis 
(Linn.),  O.    Kuntze  ;  or  it  may  be  prepared  synthetically. 

The  subcommittee  on  organic  chemicals  recommends  that  the 
following  changes  be  made :  — 

AcRiFLAViNA.—  .  .  .  Acriflavine  is  a  mixture  of  the  hydro- 
chlorides of  2 : 8-diamino-io-methylacridinium  chloride  and 
2 : 8-diaminoacridine  containing  approximately  one-third  of  its 
weight  of  diaminoacridine  dihydrochloride.  It  may  be  pre- 
pared by  the  partial  methylation  of  diacetyldiaminoacridine 
and  subsequent  hydrolysis  of  the  product  with  hydrochloric 
acid.    [Characters  and  tests  are  added.] 

.3iTHER. — In  the  test  for  limit  of  sulphurous  acid  and  other 
free  acids,  the  requirement  of  maximum  pn  should  be  deleted. 

Lactosum. — The  test  for  limit  of  more  soluble  sugars  should 
be  altered  .  .  .  [details  are  given] . 

Phenolphthaleinum. — The  melting  point  should  be  changed 
from  "  254°  "  to  "not  below  258°." 

Sulpharsphenamina.— In  the  test  for  distinction  from  Neo- 
arsphenamine  the  quantity  of  dilute  hydrochloric  acid  should 
be  changed  from  "5  millilitres"  to  "  1.5  millilitres." 

Acetarsol.— Acetarsol  is  3-acetylamino-4-hydroxyphenyl- 
arsonic  acid,  and  may  be  prepared  by  the  reduction  of  3-nitro- 
4-hydroxyphenylarsonic  acid  and  subsequent  acetylation  of  the 
amino-acid  thereby  produced.  It  contains  not  less  than  27.0 
per  cent.,  and  not  more  than  27.4  per  cent.,  of  As.  [Characters 
and  tests  are  added.] 

Calcii  Gluconas. — Calcium  Gluconate  is  the  normal  calcium 
salt  of  gluconic  acid.  It  contains  not  less  than  99  per  cent., 
and  not  more  than  the  equivalent  of  104  per  cent.,  of 
CizHjzOuCa.H^O.    [Characters  and  tests  are  added.] 

Chiniofonum. — Chiniofon  is  a  mixture  of  approximately  four 
parts  by  weight  of  7-iodo-8-hydroxyquinoline-5-sulphonic  acid 
and  one  part  by  weight  of  Sodium  Bicarbonate.  It  contains 
not  less  than  28.2  per  cent.,  and  not  more  than  29.6  per  cent., 
of  I,  and  not  less  than  18  per  cent.,  and  not  more  than  22  per 
cent.,  of  NaHCOj.     [Characters  and  tests  are  added.] 

HisTAMiNA  Phosphas  Acidus. — Histamine  Acid  Phosphate 
is  the  di-acid  phosphate  of  4-/8-aminoethylglyoxaline.  Prepared 
from  histamine  obtained  from  natural  sources  or  by  synthesis. 

Mersalylum. — Mersalyl  is  the  sodium  salt  of  salicyl-(v- 
hydroxy-niercuric-^-methoxypropyl)  amide-O-acetic  acid.  It 
contains  not  less  than  2.5  per  cent.,  and  not  more  than  2.8  per 
cent.,  of  nitrogen,  and  not  less  than  38.5  per  cent.,  and  not 
more  than  40.5  per  cent.,  of  mercury,  both  calculated  with 
reference  to  the  substance  dried  in  a  vacuum  desiccator. 
[Characters  and  tests  are  added.]  Solutions  of  Mersalyl  con- 
taining sodium  chloride  or  other  salt  may  become  toxic  unless 
some  substance,  such  as  theophylline,  which  prevents  the 
formation  of  ionised  mercury,  is  present.  For  injections, 
Injection  of  Mersalyl  should  be  used. 

Tryparsamidum. — Tryparsamide  is  sodium  N-phenylglycine- 
amide-^J-arsonate,  and  may  be  prepared  by  boiling  an  aqueous 
solution  of  sodium-/)-aminophenylarsonate  with  chloracetamide, 
converting  the  resulting  N-phenylglycineamide-p-arsonic  acid 
into  its  sodium  salt,  and  crystallising  from  dilute  alcohol.  It 
contains  not  less  than  25.1  per  cent.,  and  not  more  than  25.5 
per  cent.,  of  As  in  organic  combination,  and  not  less  than 
9.25  per  cent.,  and  not  more  than  9.5  per  cent.,  of  nitrogen, 
both  calculated  with  reference  to  the  substance  dried  at  105° 
to  110°.  [Characters  and  tests  are  added.]

Some  few  products  have  met  with  a  good  demand  during  the 
past  week,  but  the  general  tone  of  the  markets  is  quiet  and  fairly 
steady.  For  a  day  or  two  over  the  week-end  business  improved, 
but  the  demand  has  not  been  sustained.  Export  trade  to  the  Con- 
tinent and  speculative  business  continues  quiet.  Business  in  Phar- 
maceutical CHEMICALS  has  been  moderate,  and  the  unsteady  tone  in 
the  imported  products  continues,  while  prices  quoted  for  most  Britisli 
products  are  fairly  steady.  This  week  there  has  been  a  reduction  of 
sixpence  in  the  Convention  scale  for  Vanillin,  and  at  these  lower 
values  the  market  appears  to  be  very  steady.  Cheap  offers  of 
Santonin  continue,  and  we  refer  to  this  matter  in  an  editorial 
comment  on  p.  407. 

Crude  Drugs 

Following  the  auction  last  week  there  was  quite  a  fair  general 
business  done  for  a  day  or  two,  but  since  then  the  demand  has  been 
rather  disappointing.  Values,  however,  are  keeping  up  very  well. 
Agar  is  slightly  easier  and  dull  on  spot.  Fair  sales  of  Curasao  Aloes 
on  spot  ;  rather  cheaper  shipment  offers  are  noted.  Barbasco  root 
is  nominal  on  spot  owing  to  lack  of  supplies  and  firm  for  shipment. 
Not  particularly  much  business  in  Buchlt,  but  shipment  offers  are 
being  maintained.  Chinese  Cantharides  are  offered  cheaply  for  ship- 
ment. Desiccated  coconut  is  quoted  slightly  dearer  on  spot.  So  far 
the  quantity  of  new  season's  Lofoten  Cod-liver  oil  is  disappoint- 
ing, and  with  more  inquiry  Bergen  reports  prices  are  dearer  and  the 
market  firmer.  The  recent  good  demands  for  Derris  root  have 
practically  cleared  the  spot  market  of  good  test  ;  shipment  offers  are 
restricted  and  firm  at  the  advance.  More  inquiry  this  week  for 
Ergot,  principally  for  the  Russian  variety.  West  African  Ginger 
is  again  quoted  at  an  advance,  spot  and  forward.  Sudan  Gum 
.\CACiA  fails  to  attract  much  attention.  Matto  Grosso  Ipecacuanha  is 
steady  but  quieter  on  spot.  Menthol  has  had  a  poor  week  of  busi- 
ness. Spanish  Mercury  is  a  dollar  cheaper  on  shipment  quotation 
Florentine  Orris  root  has  reached  high  figures  on  spot  owing  to 
scarcity.  All  descriptions  of  Rhubarb  in  very  small  supply  and  firm. 
Rather  more  doing  in  Senega  on  spot.  Para  Tonka  beans  continue 
firm  on  spot.    Tragacanth  is  fully  steady. 

Essential  Oils 

These  markets  have  been  on  the  quiet  side  during  the  past  week. 
With  no  shipment  offers  the  remaining  stocks  of  Anise  (star)  on  spot 
are  firm.  Bergamot  has  been  neglected  and  is  again  easier  on  spot. 
Ceylon  Cinnamon  leaf  is  firm  for  shipment  at  the  recent  advance. 
Geranium  seems  to  be  quite  neglected.  Sicilian  hand-pressed  Lemon 
has  met  with  no  important  business  and  holders  are  gradually  easing 
their  spot  quotations.  Californian  Lemon  is  firm  with  practically 
nothing  available  here,  and  a  recovery  in  values  would  not  be  sur- 
prising. Lemongrass  is  dull  and  cheap  for  shipment.  There  has 
been  a  fair  demand  on  spot  for  French  Guinea  Orange  ;  the  ship- 
ment market  has  not  attracted  much  inquiry  and  prices  quoted  tend 
rather  easier.  Japanese  Peppermint  has  sold  quietly  on  spot,  but 
the  market  lacks  life  and  the  tone  is  inclined  to  be  unsteady. 
American  Peppermint  has  remained  distinctly  quiet,  spot  and  forivard.

Chemists'  Friends  Scheme 

Sir, — I  should  like  to  reply  to  Mr.  E.  T.  Hayball's  letter  of 
last  week.  ...  It  is  possible  for  retail  pharmacists  to  fight 
for  the  C.F.  scheme  as  well  as  against  the  appropriation  by 
manufacturers  of  the  whole  or  major  portion  of  the  destamping 
value.  As  to  the  other  red  herrings  Mr.  Hayball  introduces 
into  his  letter  in  trying  to  explain  why  the  C.F.  scheme  should 
be  abandoned,  I  have  found  that  the  best  way  to  fight  the 
welfare  clinics  is  to  have  good  baby  scales  and  to  talk  about 
The  baby's  health  with  the  mother.  "Praise  the  baby  and 
mother  will  make  father  pay !  ' '  To  conclude,  I  am  afraid 
that  Mr.  Hayball  is  pro-manufacturer  and  pro-wholesaler.  I 
cannot  conceive  a  live  retail  chemist  taking  the  extreme  view 
that  chemists  should  give  up  the  fight  of  reserving  to  them- 
selves the  right  of  selling  and  recommending  medicines.

Sir, — Regarding  the  letter  in  last  week's  C.  (S^  D.  from  Mr. 
Hayball  ip.  390),  it  seems  to  me  that  one  of  the  greatest 
troubles  with  pharmacy  at  the  present  time  is  lack  of  loyalty 
by  a  great  percentage  of  its  members  ;  and  although  something 
might  be  said  for  Mr.  Hayball's  scheme,  does  he  really  think 
that  if  the  N.P.U.  abandoned  its  C.F.  scheme  and  adopted  his 
there  would  be  anything  near  approaching  unanimity  on  its 
behalf,  or  as  a  matter  of  fact  any  scheme  brought  forward  on 
behalf  of  chemists?  Supposing  the  N.P.U.  issued  an  edict  that 
we  were  to  stop  purchasing  So-and-so's  goods  because  they  did 
not  give  sufficient  profit,  or  somebody  else's  because  they  took 
the  difference  of  the  cost  of  the  stamp  in  a  destamped  pro- 
prietary, would  there  not  still  be  a  great  number  who  would 
sell  the  goods  to  capture  the  other  fellow's  trade.'  Yes,  sir. 
The  C.F.  scheme  is  worthy  of  support,  and  is  the  only  practical 
scheme  by  which  the  chemist  can  help  himself.  If  60  or  70  per 
cent,  of  chemists  adopt  it  and  out  of  that  60  or  70  per  cent, 
only  half  who  have  bought  on  bonus  terms  cease  from  doing  so, 
then  it  is  more  than  possible  that  it  will  make  the  manufac- 
turers sit  up  and  take  notice.  Figure  it  out  on  the  number  of 
retail  chemists  in  the  Kingdom.

I  do  not  advocate  reductio  ad  absurdum ,  but  I  do  think  that 
a  £^  to  ;^io  parcel  should  be  sufficient  to  get  the  very  best  terms 
for  any  proprietary.  The  set  time  at  which  goods  can  be 
bought  at  best  terms  is  very  undesirable.  It  puts  all  the  onus 
of  seasonal  risk  on  the  retailer  ;  it  forces  him  to  overstock  at 
some  periods  to  get  the  maximum  profit  available  ;  it  denies 
fresh  packs  to  the  consumer ;  it  makes  the  manufacturer  work 
.  .  .  at  one  time  of  the  year  and  ' '  stand  up  waiting 
for  something  to  happen  "  at  other  times.  There  are  very  few 
single  pharmacists  to  whom  these  big  parcels  at  infrequent 
intervals  are  an  economic  proposition,  and  there  can  be  little 
doubt  that  the  manufacturer  would  increase  his  retailer  good- 
will and  his  output  by  encouraging  every  retailer  to  buy  on 
good  terms. — Yours  faithfully.

The  Outlook 

Sir, — Referring  to  your  remarks  in  the  C.  6-  D.  last  week, 
we  are  in  a  piteous  plight.  The  Act  of  1933  is  a  serious  blow  ; 
the  authorities  accept  us  at  our  own  valuation.  The  first 
N.H.I.  Act  gave  us  an  acknowledged  standing,  but  our  leaders 
allowed  it  to  be  frittered  away  to  almost  nil.  Surely  it  is  not 
too  late  to  enforce  our  rights.  I  am  quite  sure  we  are  in  a 
more  powerful  position  than  is  generally  realised.  I  agree  with 
the  remark  of  a  medical  friend:  "What  fools  you  are!  " 
There  is  no  doubt  in  the  near  future  the  benefits  of  the  N.H.I. 
Act  will  be  extended  to  the  black  coats.  This  will  mean  to 
many  of  us  a  severe  blow — little  or  no  family  dispensing.  How 
are  we  to  counter  this  loss  ?  In  my  business  it  means  the  loss 
of  from  twenty  to  thirty  private  recipes  a  day  ;  and  unless  the 
fees  for  N.H.I,  work  are  increased  I  shall  be  obliged  to  dis- 
charge one  of  my  staff.  To  my  mind  there  is  only  one  course 
to  pursue :  notify  the  authorities  that  at  the  end  of  our  present 
contract  we  shall  demand  a  considerable  increase  in  our  re- 
muneration. Fifty  years  ago  I  held  the  office  of  a  subpost- 
master.  The  retaining  fee  of  my  office  was  £z6  per  annum  and 
commission  ;  at  that  time,  owing  to  dissatisfaction  with  the 
terms  of  service  and  remuneration,  a  society  of  subpostmasters 
was  formed  ;  we  had  a  prolonged  fight,  but  in  the  long  run 
came  out  on  top,  and  to-day  the  remuneration  for  such  a 
position  is  almost  50  per  cent  better.  We  can,  if  there  is  the 
will,  force  the  hands  of  the  authorities.    Do  it,  and  do  it  now.

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Poisons 

H.  M.  (6/  3j. — There  is  nothjng  in  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act  which  interferes  with  the  sale  of  medical  and  surgical 
appliances. 

E.  S.  (21 /i). — We  are  not  aware  of  any  restriction  on  the 
use  of  the  words  "drug  stores"  under  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act,  1933 . 

G.  E.  B.  (24/3). — In  London  each  borough  council  is  the 
local  authority  for  enrolling  "listed  sellers"  of  poisons,  and 
supplies  forms  of  application. 

O.  Q.  (25/ 2J. — Hair  restorers  containing  lead  acetate  in  the 
proportion  you  mention  are  by  Rule  11  of  the  Poisons  Rules 
exempted  from  the  general  provisions  of  the  Rules  You  will 
see  in  Schedule  3  that  the  limit  is  4  per  cent 

E.  J.  H.  (22/11). — The  use  of  the  word  pharmacy"  in 
connexion  with  a  business  is  expressly  reserved  by  Section  3  (2} 
of  the  Pharmacv  and  Poisons  Act  to  owners  who  are  registered 
pharmacists. 

S.  T.  W.  T.  (24 /'3).- — The  title  "druggist"  remains  limited 
to  registered  pharmacists  under  the  Pharmacv  and  Poisons  Act, 
1933'  but  there  appears  to  be  no  restriction  on  the  use  of  the 
title  "druggists'  sundriesman. " 

H.  C.  D.  (\o I  I). — Particulars  regarding  the  form  of  applica- 
tion for  a  licence  for  the  sale  of  poisons  and  of  the  poisons 
which  can  be  sold  were  published  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  Januarv  4.  pp.  11-12. 

A.  W .  W .  (19/3). — Drug  store  prcjprietors  who  are  not  phar- 
macists can  obtain  an  annual  licence  as  '  listed  sellers  ' '  of 
certain  poisons  from  their  respective  local  authorities,  with 
effect  from  May  i  next.  Each  form  of  application  gives  a  list 
of  the  poisons  that  may  be  sold  and  the  conditions  of  sale. 

C.  C.  W.  (3/3). — You  do  not  say  whether  the  disinfectants 
are  to  be  sold  by  wholesale  or  retail,  nor  do  you  mention  their 
nature.  Generally  speaking,  disinfectants  come  within  Part  II 
of  the  new  Poisons  List,  but  for  detailed  information  we  think 
you  should  consult  the  "  C.  &-  D.  Poisons  Guide,"  price  3s.  gd. 
post  free. 

S.  H.  (11/ 38;. — The  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  1933,  does 
not  apply  to  Northern  Ireland.  The  only  reference  that  may 
interest  you  in  the  Rules,  so  far  as  we  are  aware,  is  found  in 
Rule  5  (3),  which  allows  British  consignors  to  purchasers  in 
Northern  Ireland  to  label  poisons  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  in  force  there. 

H.  L.  (31/ i). — Amidopyrine  is  included  in  the  Fourth 
Schedule  of  the  Rules  under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act. 
1933,  and  after  May  i  can  only  be  supplied  on  a  prescription 
given  by  a  medical  practitioner,  dentist  or  veterinary  surgeon 
and  must  be  supplied  by  an  authorised  seller  of  poisons,  i.e., 
a  registered  pharmacist. 

M.  R.  (17/3). — A  diagram  of  the  new  Poisons  Register  is 
included  in  the  C.  (s^  D.  "  Poisons  Guide  "  in  order  to  shov\ 
chemists  the  form  in  which  the  sale  of  poisons  must  be  re- 
corded after  May  i,  but  we  are  not  actually  publishing  a  poisons 
register.  Most  chemists'  label  printers  are  issuing  such 
registers. 

C.  V.  H.  (16,  3). — On  and  after  May  i  next  listed  sellers  of 
poisons  will  be  able  to  sell  lysol  and  other  preparations  con- 
taining less  than  60  per  cent,  of  phenols.  It  will  be  necessary 
for  you  to  satisfy  yourselves  as  to  the  strength  of  any  such 
preparation  sold.  Until  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933. 
comes  into  force  on  May  i  the  existing  Pharmacy  Acts  remain 
in  force. 

H.  W.  G.  (21/ i). — Since  acetum  ipecac,  contains  liquid 
extract  of  ipecacuanha  and  as  such  extracts  are  exempt 
under  the  Third  Schedule  special  exemptions,  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  acetum  ipecac,  is  exempt.  Similarly,  elixir  ipecac, 
is  prepared  from  miscible  liquid  extract  of  ipecacuanha,  which 
is  an  exempted  preparation  under  the  same  Schedule  There- 
fore elixir  ipecac,  itself  would  be  exempt 


Queries 

/.  C.  (25/2). — V'eterinarv  preparation.^  containing  antimony 
are  in  Schedule  I,  except  substances  containing  less  than  the 
equivalent  of  i  per  cent,  of  antimony  trioxide  (Sb,03).  As  the 
antim.  nig.  is  a  variable  substance,  it  is  difficult  to  give  a 
definite  answer  to  your  question  without  knowing  its  content  of 
SbjOj,  and  unless  your  supplier  can  inform  you  of  this,  it  is 
probable  that  a  gravimetric  analysis  will  be  required. 

D.  C.  C.  (io/2ij. — A  card  index  is  not  permissible  for  copy- 
ing and  storing  prescriptions,  as  Sections  18  and  19  of  The 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933.  state  that  entry  must  be  made 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose.  In  the  Chancery  Division,  on 
November  9,  Mr.  Justice  Bennett  held  that  loose-leaf  books  are 
not  books  within  the  meaning  of  the  Companies'  Acts,  and  it 
seems  likely  that  a  similar  ruling  would  apply  in  the  case  of 
card  index  systems  used  for  recording  the  transactions  con- 
nected with  business. 

A.  M.  (9/3). — You  state  that  the  point  you  have  in  mind  is 
that  wl;en  syrups  such  as  svr.  Eastoni  and  syr.  glycerophos.  co. 
are  packed  and  labelled  in  such  a  way  that  they  might  be  con- 
sidered to  be  ready  made  up  for  the  internal  treatment  of  human 
ailments,  they  ought  to  have  the  cautionary  label,  not  the  word 
"  Poison."  In  the  C.  <s-  D.  "  Poisons  Guide  "  (p.  15,  col.  2), 
under  the  heading  Syrupi,  it  is  stated  ..."  the  Schedule  7  (2) 
'  Caution '-ary  notice  applies  -  only  to  made-up  medicines  as 
supplied  to  the  public  for  the  internal  treatment  of  human 
ailments. ' ' 

H .  W .  G.  (17/3). — There  is  no  reason  why  the  cautionary 
notice  on  the  Easton's  syrup  label  should  not  be  surrounded  by 
a  rule  if  preferred,  but,  in  our  opinion,  this  is  not  necessary 
since  the  only  words  within  the  rule  as  shown  on  p.  284  are 
those  with  which  the  container  is  required  to  be  labelled.  We 
pre.sume  the  doubt  arose  in  your  mind  owing  to  indication  of 
the  dose.  The  wording  of  the  cautionary  notice  says  "  stated 
dose,"  thus  making  the  dose  a  statutory  labelling  requirement. 
We  think  this  explanation  covers  your  queries  regarding  the 
"  Voice  Tablets  "  label.  The  labels  were  designed  as  examples 
of  labelling  particularh-  with  a  view  to  showing  what  could 
be  done  rather  than  wdiat  should  not.  The  latter  side  has 
received  so  much  publicity  that  chemists  are  being  seriously 
handicapped  in  the  conduct  of  their  business. 

/.  &-  J.  (,14/2). — The  following  paragraph  appears  in  the 
C.  S'  D,  "  Poisons  Guide  "  ;  — 

Listed  Seller. — Defined  in  Rule  2  (i)  as:  "Listed  seller  of 
Part  II  poisons  '  means  a  person  entitled,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  and  of  these  Rules,  to  sell  poisons  in- 
cluded in  Part  II  of  the  Poisons  List  by  virtue  of  the  entry 
of  his  name  in  the  local  authority's  list  kept  in  pursuance  of 
Section  21  of  the  Act.'  "  The  sale  of  Part  II  poisons  by 
listed  sellers  is  subject  to  Section  18  (i)  and  (2)  of  the  Act 
and  to  the  restrictions  of  Rule  14.  The  list  of  Part  II  poisons 
and  the  requirements  applying  to  all  listed  sellers  are  sum- 
marised in  the  form  of  application  as  set  out  in  the  Ninth 
Schedule  to  the  Poisons  Rules. 

An  authorised  seller  of  poisons  is  a  registered  pharmacist, 
body  corporate  or  representatives  of  an  authorised  seller  of 
poisons  carrying  on  business  under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act. 

/.  R.  (22/1). — The  Dangerous  Drugs  (Consolidationj  Regula- 
tions, 1928,  are  not  sufficiently  clear  in  wording  to  answer  your 
question  fully.  You  may  regard  it  as  certain,  on  the  strength 
of  decided  cases,  that  the  key  of  a  cupboard  containing  dan- 
gerous drugs  must  never  be  left  in  the  lock  :  and  it  is  un- 
douljtedly  illegal  for  anyone  other  than  a  pharmacist  to 
dispense  or  sell  a  dangerous  drug  except  under  supervision.  It 
does  not  follow,  however,  that  the  possession  of  the  key  of  the 
dangerous  drugs  cupboard  can  be  denied  to  a  director  of  a 
limited  company  owning  a  business.  Regulation  17  (r)  (c)  of 
the  Regulations  referred  to  includes  a  company  lawfully  keep- 
ing open  shop  under  the  definition  "  pharmacist,"  and  Sec- 
tion 9(1)  and  (2)  also  puts  limited  companies  trading  as  chemists 
on  the  footing  of  individual  pharmacists.  This  being  the  case 
it  would  appear  that  any  director  of  a  limited  company  has  a 
right  to  a  key  of  any  cupboard  on  the  premises  so  long  as  he 
does  not  contravene  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations.

H.  A.  S.  (17/13). — Infant  welfare. — We  think  the  fol- 
lowing books  will  meet  your  customer's  requirements: — Truby 
King's  "  The  Expectant  Mother,"  and  "  Feeding  and  Care  of 
Babies  "  by  the  same  author.  They  are  published  by 
Macmillan  &  Co.  at  2S.  each. 

P.  &'  C.  (15/36). — Study  of  old  medicines. — The  main 
question  appears  to  be  how  deeply  your  correspondent  wishes 
to  study  the  subject  of  old  medicines.  There  is  a  good  deal 
of  interesting  information  on  this  subject  in  Wootton's 
"  Chronicles  of  Pharmacy,"  published  in  this  office  {2  volumes, 
lis.  3d.).  Herbals  are  dealt  with  by  A.  Arber  in  a  book 
published  by  the  Cambridge  University  Press  in  1912  (los.  6d.). 
"  Pharmacographia, "  published  in  1874  (probably  obtainable 
second-hand)  has  a  certain  amount  of  history  in  its  pages :  and 
in  our  Special  Issue  of  June  29,  1935,  pp.  799-802,  you  will 
find  the  names  of  various  18th  century  books  which  are  quite 
readable  and  fairly  systematic  on  this  topic. 

M.  P.  S.  I.  (27/36). — Calf's  foot  jelly.— So  far  as  we  are 
aware  there  is  no  distinction  as  regards  the  method  of  manu- 
facture, whether  the  final  product  is  labelled  "  foot  "  or 
"  feet."  The  feet  are  generally  boiled  with  water  unfil  the 
product  is  of  a  suitable  consistency,  strained  and  flavoured. 
The  flavourings  where  possible  are  in  the  form  of  essential 
oils,  and  we  understand  that  for  wines,  e.g.,  port  wine,  a 
special  wine  extract  is  used. 

/.  W.  (25/30). — Cough  candy. — A  formula  for  cough  candy 
is  as  follows:  —

Boil  to  "crack"  and  pull.  The  pulling  process  makes  the 
candy  look  like  satin.  It  is  formed  into  rods  and  cut  up  into 
cushion-shaped  pieces  with  scissors. 

/.  C.  (30/36). — Squill  for  rats. — White  squill,  from  which 
the  B.P.C.  extract  is  made,  is  usually  regarded  as  useless  as 
a  rat  poison.  Liquid  extract  of  squill  in  rat  poisons  is  gener- 
ally made  from  the  red  squill,  and  you  may  be  interested  in 
the  following  details :  («)  Female  rats  are  killed  by  doses  of 
red  squill  approximately  only  half  as  great  as  those  generally 
needed  to  kill  male  rats  ;  (b)  the  finer  the  red  squill  powder 
is  ground  the  more  toxic  it  becomes  ;  (c)  the  best  red  squill 
baits  for  general  use  are  those  made  from  finely  ground  and 
completely  dried  products  of  the  bulb  itself  ;  (d)  the  average 
lethal  dose  for  male  and  female  rats  is  approximately  0.50  and 
0.27  gm.  respectively. 

R.  E.  (30/36). — Rubber  compound. — One  of  the  newer  sol- 
vents, such  as  cyclohexane,  is  probably  used  for  dissolving  the 
crepe  rubber  in  the  preparation  you  have  in  mind. 

/.  &  5.  (17/36). — Oxalates  of  potassium. — Potassium 
quadroxalate  has  the  formula  CH^OsK, 2X120  =  254.1,  and  its 
official  synonyms  are  sal  acetosella,  potassium  tetroxalate,  salt 
of  sorrel,  sal  limonis,  salts  of  lemon.  Potassium  binoxalate  is 
potassium  acid  oxalate,  KHC,0,,2H,0  ;  it  may  be  prepared 
by  partly  neutralising  a  solution  of  oxalic  acid  with  the  re- 
quired quantity  of  potassium  carbonate.  The  salt  was  for- 
merly sold  as  salts  of  lemon  (salt  of  sorrel),  but  is  now  replaced 
for  this  purpose  by  potassium  quadroxalate.  Its  aqueous 
solution  is  unstable  below  5o°C.  and  decomposes  with  the 
formation  of  the  less  .soluble  potassium  quadroxalate.  Potas- 
sium oxalate,  K-C^O,,  is  the  neutral  salt.

— The  brushes  should 
be  thoroughly  cleaned  with  soap  and  water  and  then  treated 
with  an  alkaline  solution  of  hydrogen  peroxide.

The  fabrii-,s  should  be  dried  without  rinsing,  and  it  is  advis- 
able to  experiment  with  a  small  portion  of  the  cloth  before 
treating  the  whole,  as  the  texture  and  colours  of  some  materials 
are  detrimentally  affected. 

H.  R.  U.  (31/36). — Pine  tar  shampoo. — The  following  is  a 
formula  for  liquid  pine  tar  shampoo :  —

The  tar  is  to  be  added  to  the  oils  before  saponification ;  by 
doing  so  the  shampoo  leaves  no  resinous  matter  on  the  hair. 
The  colour  of  this  is  dark,  for  the  lighter  kind  use  rectified  oil 
of  tar  8  oz.  and  creosote  i  oz,  for  5  gallons ;  also  add  to  the 
oils  before  saponification.  Combinations  of  shampoo  can  be 
made,  such  as  pine  and  olive,  chamomile  and  palm,  to  add  to 
the  confusion  of  the  customer. 

An  alternative  formula  was  published  in  the  C.  &•  D., 
January  11,  p.  56. 

D.  L.  L.  (30/36). — Splintering  of  finger-nails. — No  one 
has  been  able  to  say  definitely  either  the  cause  or  a  remedy  of 
splintering  naUs.  Among  other  things  it  has  been  attributed 
to  the  use  of  the  cheaper  types  of  enamel,  and  as  a  remedy 
that  almond  oil  or  an  oily  varnish  should  be  used.  A  formula 
for  the  latter  is  as  follows:  —

THE  SELLING  PRICES  in  this  List  are  based  on  the  given  cost  and 
calculated  for  the  quantities  specified,  the  total  oncost  for  that  turn- 
over being  then  added,  together  with  the  net  profit,  to  the  nearest 
figure.  In  case  of  fractions  the  prices  are  rounded  up  or  down 
to  the  most  suitable  figure.  As  in  arriving  at  the  prices  allowance 
has  been  made  for  variations  in  specific  gravity,  liquids  should  be 
sold  by  fluid  measure  and  solids  by  weight. 

INTERMEDIATE  QUANTITIES  should  be  calculated  on  the 
lower  figure  until  midway  is  passed,  then  on  the  higher  figure.  The 
range  of  the  quantities  quoted  in  the  List  may  be  increased  as 
follows  :  For  one  pint  add  one-fourth  to  the  1 6  oz.  selling  price. 
The  gallon  price  for  oils  is  obtained  by  dividing  the  cwt.  price 
by  6;  for  7-lb.  sales  multiply  the  lb.  cost  by  10;  for  14-lb.  by  20; 
and  for  28-lb.  by  38.  For  intermediate  drachm  prices  divide 
l-oz.  quotations  by  7  and  multiply  by  the  number  of  drachms 
required.  To  obtain  the  grain  priczs  divide  the 
drachm  selling  price  by  50. 


PRICE  ADJUSTMENT.— While  standard  whole- 
sale prices  are  used  as  the  steirting  point  for 
calculating  the  retail  prices,  it  may  be  desired 
to  adjust  the  selling  price  for  variations  in  cost.  This 
may  be  effected  by  the  following  simplified  method  :  To 
obtain  the  lb.  selling  price  add  half  to  the  cost  price 
(yielding  33 J  per  cent,  on  return);  for  the  4-oz. 
selling  price  divide  the  lb.  cost  by  10  and  multiply 
by  4  (yielding  37.5  per  cent.);  for  the  l-oz.  selling 
price  divide  the  lb.  cost  by  9  (yielding  43.75  per 
cent).  This  method  also  applies  to  lozenges  and 
pastilles  which  remain  at  a  firm  cost  price. 

DISPENSING  CHARGES.— The  two  systems  given 
(p.  2)  are  based  on  a  special  investigation  and  should 
be  used  for  all  dispensing  other  than  contract  work. 
When  the  Rapid  Method  is  employed  the  Eldinburgh 
private  mark  MELBORACIS  should  be  used.  In 
the  case  of  a  prescription  containing  one'  or  more 
ingredients  of  an  expensive  nature  the  Costing  Method 
is  used  and  the  mark  "  C.  &  D."  only  ought  then 
to  be  indicated  beneath  the  chemist's  stamp. 

MONTHLY  CHANGES.-Important  changes  in 
prices  occurring  between  the  quarterly  Issues  of  this 
List  are  notified  in  The  Chemist  AND  DRUGGIST.

There  are  two  systems  of  charging  for  medicines  dispensed  on  pre- 
scription, as  follows  : — 

1.  RAPID  METHOD. — ^The  cost  represents  a  definite  proportion  of 
the  charge  and  refers  to  ordinary  drugs  and  chemicals  with  infusions  or 
decoctions.  Tinctures,  syrups,  extracts.  If  prescribed  in  any  quantity, 
require  the  price  adjusting  by  the  list  according  to  Method  2.  The  prices 
quoted  are  exclusive  of  containers.   (See  below.)

2.  COSTING  METHOD.-This  method  is  calculated  on  the  average 
tame  taken  for  the  various  operations  involved  in  dispensing,  and  is  based 
on  the  recommendations  in  1915  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  the 
National  Insurance  Act  Drug  Tariff  and  the  results  obtained  by  numerous 
correspondents.  The  three  components  of  the  price  of  a  prescription  to 
be  added  together  are  as  follows  : — 

A.  The  selling  prices  in  this  list  are  calculated  upon  costing  principles, 
and  form  a  correct  basis  for  obtaining  the  cost  of  the  ingredients  of  a  prescrip- 
tion. For  finding  the  price  of  drachm  quantities  other  than  those  quoted  in 
the  list,  the  rule  that  should  be  adopted  is  to  divide  the  ounce  quantity  by 
seven  and  multiply  the  figures  obtained  by  the  number  of  drachms  required. 

B.  Prices  of  containers  are  given  in  the  list.   (See  below.)

HINTS  ON  STOCKTAKING 

Departmentalising  a  complex  business  like  that  oi  a  chemist  and  druggist 
is  the  simplest  way  to  control  incoming  and  outgoing  goods,  and  to  gain  an 
understanding  of  prices  to  be  charged  for  the  purpose  of  yielding  suitable 
profits.  Since  stocktaking  is  the  only  safe  way  of  knowing  the  movement 
of  a  business  up  or  down,  it  follows  that  anything  simplifying  the  operation 
of  stocktaking  possesses  economic  value.  Writing  down  a  few  thousand 
names  is  the  most  thankless  and  time-wasting  proposition  a  business  man 
can  devise.  Stocktaking  sheets,  where  75  per  cent,  of  the  work  required 
has  been  done,  must  of  necessity  possess  a  commensurate  value  equal  to  the 
time  and  labour  saved.  The  C.  &  D.  Retail  Price  List  is  compiled  on 
sectional  or  departmental  lines ;  it  corresponds  with  the  method  of  the 
Stocktaking  Sheets,  and  provides  a  further  step  in  simplifying  the  labours 
of  stocktaking.  Stock  means  goods  that  are  for  sale.  Fixtures  are  items 
for  the  capital  account  and  are  valued  separately.  Before  taking  stock, 
arrange  things  so  far  as  possible  for  estimating  numbers  and  quantity.  The 
C.  S-  D.  Stocktaking  Pad,  which  sells  at  2s.  6d.,  is  arranged  in  sections, 
and  the  pricing  arrangement  is  on  a  progressive  basis  to  the  final  amount. 
The  best  way  to  use  the  stocktaking  sheets  is  for  one  person  to  call  out  the 
quantity  of  the  drug  or  chemical  and  for  another  assistant  to  enter  this  in 
the  appropriate  position  on  the  stocktaking  sheets,  and  if  costs  or  prices 
are  available  at  the  time  of  entry  of  the  quantity  of  the  article,  such  amount 
should  always  be  inserted  at  the  same  time.  The  sections  or  departments 
should  have  the  stock  taken  separately,  as  the  mind  working  on  one  section 
rhythmically  reaches  the  end  with  the  least  expenditure  of  energy. 

Pricing  :  The  quantity-price  should  be  that  which  is  usually  bought  at 
reasonable  intervals  or  used  in  dispensing  the  aim  in  business  being  to  turn 
stock  over  quickly,  at  least  five  to  six  times  a  year.  The  arrangement  of  ' 
the  items  in  the  Stocktaking  Sheets  corresponds  with  the  C.  &  D.  Retail 
Price  List,  and  the  prices  in  the  latter  are  those  current  at  the  time  of  issue. 
When  the  stocktaking  is  finished,  extend  the  cost  by  means  of  the  C.  &  D. 
Retail  Price  List  and  transfer  the  tot-l  of  each  section  to  the  specially  ruled 
sheet  for  the  summary  provided  a'  the  end  of  the  pad.  Where  articles  are 
in  bulk  and  a  lb.  price  is  given,  subdivide  or  multiply  as  the  case  may  need. 
Where  syrups  or  glycerin  are  taken  by  volume,  divide  the  lb.  cost  by  12 
to  get  the  fluid  ounce  cost.  In  the  case  of  tinctures  or  spirits,  where  a  lb. 
cost  is  given,  divide  the  cost  by  18  in  order  to  get  the  price  of  a  fluid  ounce. 
The  method  is  not  uniformly  accurate,  but  the  margin  of  error  is  negligible. 
Where  ounce  cost  is  given,  divide  by  7  in  order  to  get  drachm  price.  Where 
drachm  cost  is  given,  divide  by  50  in  order  to  get  the  grain  price.  Stock 
lines  other  than  drugs  are  set  out  where  a  common  basis  can  be  given.  They 
are  best  arranged  and  grouped  according  to  cost  :  100  lines  at  x  :  and  so  on, 
but  this  presupposes  that  the  stock  is  arranged  in  an  orderly  manner.  Space 
is  provided  for  such  lines  for  which  the  details  are  not  corrimon  to  all 
businesses.  Standardising  stock  lines  in  a  chemist's  business  is  extremely 
difficult,  but  much  can  be  done  to  ease  the  burden  of  stocktaking  if  the  idea 
of  standardisation  is  practised  wherever  possible. 
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
